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PRESIDENT FORD 


Ford tells GOP: free campaign funds

Disgruntled Illinois Republican con- 


gressional candidates have used White 
House leverage In connection with Presi- 
dent Ford's Chicago appearance tonight 
to force release of much-needed cam- 
pnlgn money by the United Republican 
Fund. 


Republican Congressmen drew the 


White House Into a continuing dispute be- 
tween United Republican Fund officials 
nnd GOP candidates nearly two months 
ago, The Herald learned Wednesday. 


The congressmen — who were con- 


cerned abut a lack of campaign funds for 
George Burdltt, the GOP candidate for 
U.S. Senate, and for the Cook County 
ticket — Informed the White House the 
fund had not guaranteed distribution of 


tonight's dinner receipts to the candi- 
dates. 


A LETTER, from U.S. Rep. Robert 


Michel, R-18th, to Dean Burch, Ford's 
political strategist, said "we expected a 
substantial amount raised to go to Bur- 
tiltt and to county candidates and not to 
administrative expenses next year," U.S. 
Rep. John Erlenborn, R-14th, said. 


The letter was written after a delega- 


tion meeting in Washington "six or seven 
weeks'ago," U.S. Rep. Edward Derwinskl 
R-4th,.sald. Dcrwinski added that an ad- 
ditional protest letter was sent to URF 
officials. 


"We didn't think they should be raising 


money two weeks before the election for 
administration. We wanted the money to 
go to the campaign," Erlenborn said. 


Ford, who will, attend the group's 40th 


anniversary, $250-a-plate dinner at • the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel tonight, never 
threatened to cancel a campaign stop in 
Chicago. But officials were told the Pres- 
ident might bypass the dinner to attend a 
Cook County Central Committee dinner i f . 
funds to the candidate were npt guaran- 
teed. 


ADDED PRESSURE to release the 


funds came from .U.S. Sen. Charles Per- 
cy, R-IH., who attended a meeting be- 
tween the group's officials and GOP lead- 
ers in Chicago in late September. 


After the meeting, Percy said the Re- 


publican group, would release $G5,ono to 
the county central committee for adver- 
tising. - 
. • 


More than $100,000 was received from 


the fund last month, The Herald'learned. ' 


Burdltt received an additional $5,000 and 
a pledge for $20,000 more. 


The central committee Immediately 


purchased more than 340 radio com- 
mercials and newspaper advertisements 
that will begin this week. 


"You could say that the Whlte.House 


was very surprised that the dinner funds 
were not pledged to the candidates," an- 
other GOP source said. 
' "The White House just presumed that 
two weeks before the election, fund-rais- 
ing money would go to the campaign." 


JOHN VAN ZANDT, a spokesman for 


the fund, said the private, fund-raising or- 
ganization "is not releasing where the 
funds have gone. The only reason we're 
collecting money is to support the Re- 
publican slate." 


Van Zandt refused to estimate profits 


from the dinner and refused to discuss 
ticket sales. 


County and state candidates were criti- 


cal of tiie group in September for reluc- 
tance to commit funds from the dinner 
until after Ford appeared. Some officials 
suggested the group was "selling the tick- 
et down the river" and other candidates 
said release of funds after the dinner 
would not allow time to purchase adver- 
tisements.

Burdltt called in September for a ma- 


jor shake-up of the GOP group. The Bur- 
ditt campaign reported Wednesday cam- 
paign receipts of $395,867 and expenses of 
$370,370. Burditt gained nearly $180,000 
since Sept. 1 with $128,000 from a fund- 
raising dinner and rodeo ticket sales.

make a change at present. 


Scanlon denied a newspaper report 


(hat he would resign and that Hein would 
succeed him. "The only way they will 
get me out is if they carry my body out. 
I would have to die before I would give 
up this job," he said. 


"I HAVE MADE NO deals and intend 


to stay in office for the rest of my term 
and am considering the possibility of go- 
ing for another term after that," Scanlon 
said. 


If the village chose to Incorporate as a 


city, there is a possibility the terms of 
Scanlon, Trustees William Hein and Don- 
ald Jackson would be dissolved and they 
would have to run for the newly-estab- 
lished aldermanlc seats. 


"Right now this thing is hung up in the 


statutes and a lot of things have to be 
clarified before the village can do any- 
thing," Scanlon said. "All I know now is 
that my term and the terms of Trustees 
Hein and Jackson will not expire until 
1977." 


Scanlon said, however, if the form of 


government is changed and the law 
states that his term would be dissolved, 
"I would accept that." 


Village officials have not yet acted on 


Koeppcn's proposal, saying they want to 
study the "pros and cons" of It. Koeppen 
has asked Homer to look into the feasi- 
bility of putting his proposal to the voters 
in a public policy referendum.

ers could not find Dlanda's pulse when 
they arrived and they called the Schaum- 
burg Firo Dept. after his breathing was 
restored. 


With Dlanda beneath the wreckage, the 


challenge to free him began. 


A powerful saw, the K-12, could not bo 


used to cut Dlanda free because sparks 
might have set fire to gasoline dripping 
onto the pavement. 


THE FIREMEN did the only thing 


they felt they could. After spraying foam 
over the two trucks, they attached a fire 
truck to the entangled vehicles, moving 
them Inches apart In four separate tugs, 
Jonczyk explained. 


The trucks were separated just for 


enough so a Hurst Tool, n jawllke device 
with 10,000 pounds of force behind it, 
could be used to pry the cab of Dlanda's 
truck far enough from his broken body. 


The fire department was on tiio scene 


by 10:45 a.m. and by 11:30 a.m. Dionda 
was on his way to the hospital via the 
department's paramedic-staffed rescue 
vehicle. 


Wolf, driver of the gravel truck, sus- 


tained minor Injuries after being thrown 
Into the windshield. He was taken to 
Northwest Community Hospital, treated 
and released.

More U.S. oil companies reported record profits yesterday, 


running as high as 112 per cent above last year's. Pennsylva- 
nia Sen. Richard Schweikcr called them "a travesty" and 
predicted Congress would do something about them. Continen- 
tal Oil reported earnings up 112 per cent, Phillips Petroleum 
had an increase of 108 per cent, Pcnnroll 80 per cent, Cities 
Service 75 per cent and Signal Companies 70 per cent. In 
Vienna, an OPEC spokesman said a new International pricing 
system will eliminate "many loopholes permitting oil com- 
panies to maneuver prices at the expense of the consumer."

bats, city officials reported. It was the second such Incident In 
three weeks of disorders connected with school desegregation. 
After the beating, the man was taken to Massachusetts Gen- 
ral Hospital where he was treated for head and arm injuries 
and released. No arrests were reported.

A physician who examined James Earl Floy after his arrest 


for the slaying of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. testified in 
Memphis. Tcnn. yesterday that Ray once told him he was not 
the only one involved. The physician, McCarthy DcMerc testi- 
fied at a hearing to determine If Ray should get a now trial 
on his contention he was pressured Into pleading guilty by 
Atty. Percy Foreman, at the time. 


John Dean questions accuracy of tapes 
John Dean III yesterday questioned the accuracy of several 


tapes of crucial meetings ho held with President Richard M. 
Nixon In the spring of 1973. Judge John Sirica decided to let 
the Watergate cover-up Jury decide who Is right — Dean or 
the White House. Sirica also suggested Nixon might be called 
as a witness of the court If neither the defense nor prose- 
cution could vouch for the accuracy of the former president's 
testimony. Both sides have subpoenaed him.

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Meat prices should hold steady 
Cost of fresh vegetables going up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Most fresh 


vegetables, except potatoes and dry 
beans, will cost more this fall than they 
did a year ago, an Agriculture Depart- 
ment report said Wednesday. 


The report added that available 


amounts of many processed vegetables 
will be down, although the overall supply 
will be "moderately larger" because of 
bigger production of most frozen vege- 
tables and canned tomatoes. 


"We will not run out of processed vege- 


tables, but our vegetable choices in 1974- 
75 may be different," economists warn- 
ed. 


A second report issued at the same 


time predicted shoppers will find Novem- 
ber beef supplies at a new record for the 
month, moderately above a year earlier. 
Pork supplies were classed as "ade- 
quate." 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 


said earlier in the day that retail meat 
prices should hold steady or even drop a 
bit this year, although pork and poultry 
prices may rise again early in 1975. 


The report on vegetables said the usual 


season declines in farm prices for fresh 
vegetables has been smaller this year 
than last because fall harvest acreage is 
down 8 per cent from 1973. As a result, it 
said, both farm and retail prices for 
fresh vegetables will generally top 1973 
levels for the rest of the year. 


Auto sales lowest in years 


DETROIT (UPI) — The four U.S. au- 


tomakers reported the lowest mid-October 
new car sales- In 10 years Wednesday, 
and the head of Chrysler Corp. warned 
the auto industry is headed for a deep 
recession. 


Oct. 11-20 sales were off 28.4 per cent 


from last year. It was the second 10-day 
period since introduction of the higher- 
priced 1975 models that sales have trail- 
ed year-ago figures by wide margins. • 


"The recession Is already here-in the 


auto industry and in the country," said 
Chrysler 
Chairman Lynn Townsend. 


"The problem In the auto industry is 


Experts said increases in fresh vege- 


table prices earlier this year were due 
largely to bigger margins for middle- 
men,., but increases this fall will be 
caused by smaller supplies of items in- 
cluding western lettuce and carrots and 
Florida tomatoes.

harvest potatoes and dry beans will off-

Papadopoulos, 4 aides are deported 


ATHENS (UPI) — The Greek govern- 


ment Wednesday arrested and deported 
former dictator George Papadopoulos 
and four of his top lieutenants to a bar- 
ren Aegean island. It denied reports that 
the move has touched off military unrest. 


The government announced the depor- 


tation to the island of Kca, 40 miles south 
of Piraeus, of Papadopoulos, Stylianos 
Pattnkos, Nikolaos Makarezos, loannis 
Ladas and Michael Roufogalis, all senior 
officers who engineered the April 21, 
19G7, military takeover. 


Following the announcement, uncon- 


firmed reports said military units in 


Corinth, in southern Greece, Veria, in the 
north, and Larissa in central Greece, 
staged rebellions and tried to move to- 
wards Athens. 


However, a government spokesman 


said: "Rumors about alleged movements 
of army units proved to bo inaccurate, 
following contacts by Defense Minister 
Evangelos Avcroff with local military 
authorities." 


The spokesman also said that author- 


ities did not try to deport former mili- 
tary police leader Brig. Dimitrios loan- 
nides "because he is not reported to have 
cooperated with the other deportees." 


The announcement said "these men 


arc carrying out conspiratorial activity, 
causing anxiety and creating conditions 
for a disturbance of the peace and calm 
of the people at a time when they are 
called to exercise their sovereign right 
for the fulfillment of democratic legal- 
ity" — an apparent reference to next 
month's elections. 


Police sources said the five men were 


rounded up early Wednesday by national 
police officers and taken to Piraeus ha- 
bor naval command, cardoned off by po- 
lice. From there they were taken to 
Kea on board a Greek Navy missile 
ship. 


Syria urges unified military ivar command 


RABAT, Morocco (UPI) — Syria urged 


Arab states Wednesday not to put too 
much trust in Washington's promises to 
help find a peaceful solution to the 
Middle East crisis but to set up a unified 
military command to prepare for the 
possibility of renewed war against Israel. 


The command, Syria said, should in- 


clude Egypt, Syria, Jordan and the Pal- 
estinian Liberation Organization.'sourccs 
said. 


Conference sources said the proposal 


for a unified command was one of sev- 
eral made by Syria in a blueprint which 
went before an eight-member working 
group set up by the conference of Arab 
foreign ministers at its first business ses- 
sion Tuesday night. 


The foreign ministers are meeting here 


to pave the way for the Arab summit 
conference scheduled to open in Rabat 
this weekend. 


Palestinian spokesmen in Damascus 


refused to comment on reports by Arab 
diplomatic sources in Rabat that Moroc- 
can authorities have smashed a plot by 
Al Fatah Palestinian guerrillas aimed at 
killing King Hussein of Jordan during the 
Arab summit. Al Fatah Is led by Yasser 
Arafat who also heads the PLO. 


Conference sources quoted Syrian For- 


eign Minister Abdel Halim Khaddam as 
telling the ministers that one of the rules 
which should govern future Arab conduct 
in the Middle East crisis is "not to rely 
on the promises made to us by the 
United States." 


Khaddam said Secretary of State Hen- 


ry A. Kissinger's peacemaking efforts 


have failed to produce any substantial 
results so far, according to the sources. 


Khaddam indicated that for this rea- 


son, the Arabs had no alternative but to 
prepare militarily for a possible new 
round of fighting against Israel, the 
sources said. 


It also was reported that Syria pro- 


posed increased Arab aid to the parties 
directly involved in the confrontation 
with Israel — Egypt, Syria, Jordan and 
the PLO — as well as an appropriation 
of S120 million for a worldwide anti-Is- 
rael propaganda campaign. 


"We asked two packing companies in 


northern Wisconsin to kill them for us 
and distribute the meat to Indians and 
anyone in need, and they wouldn't do it," 
said James Runde, NFO state treasurer.

Train-school 
bus crash; 7 


die, 73 hurt 


ARAGON, Ga. (UPI) — Seven children 


yere killed and 73 other persons injured 
Wednesday when a maintenance train 
backed into a school bus crammed with 
screaming pupils who could see the train 
coming but couldn't escape. 


The bus, carrying children to three ele- 


mentary schools in the area, began to 
cross the tracks when the* driver thought 
the work train had stopped. Instead, the 
train, loaded with railroad ties, lurched 
into reverse and smashed into the bus. 


Thirty children were treated for in- 


juries immediately after the crash and 
as the day wore on, the injury figure 
reached 73, including the driver, accord- 
ing to Donald Tate, administrator of 
Rockmart-Aragon hospital. Four of the 
injured were hospitalized. 


Tatc said he was told the bus had 66 


seats, but Georgia law permits a 20 per 
cent overload. 


Joan Miller, one of the first to reach 


the scene, said she saw "all these little 
kids lying around. Some looked dead and 
they were covering them up. The bus 
looked like an accordion and some kids 
were lying under the bus. One was cry- 
ing and looking for two of his brothers." 


Pushed 100 yards down the tracks, the 


bus came to rest upside down with the 
caboose partly on top of it.

Financial independence is goal 
Sacred Heart parents pledge $90,000 


Parents of Sacred Heart of Mary stu- 


dents have pledged more than $90,000 in 
an attempt to help make the high school 
financially independent. 


The Rev. James Michaletz, superin- 


tendent, said the Sacred Heart adminis- 
tration introduced the pledge program 
last year after deciding not to raise tui- 
tion.

Addition OKd for Stevenson High 


A classroom addition that would ac- 


commodate about 300 additional students 
has been approved for Stevenson High 
School by the High School Dlst. 125 
Board of Education. 


The cost for the addition is estimated 


at $850,000 said Ed Ellis, business man- 
ager. The tentative completion date is 
September 1076. 


Currently Stevenson has about 1,150 


students with an enrollment over 1,400 
expected by the 1976-77 school year. 


Funds for construction of the addition 


were approved in the 1970 referendum 
that provided $3 million for two addi- 
tions. The first addition was completed 
three years ago and includes classrooms, 
a swimming pool, industrial arts rooms 
and a gymnasium. 


The board has asked the architectural 


f i r m of Erlckson, Krlstmann and 
Stlllwaugh Inc., Park Ridge, to present a 
proposal for the addition's architectural 
work. The firm constructed the first ad- 
dition and provided features that could 
be expanded Into the new addition. 


Tho addition will be constructed on the 


southwest corner of the school adjacent 
to the science and foreign language 
areas. The two-story addition will have 
about 24,000 square feet of floor space. 


The board also is considering recom- 


mendations presented by Paul Kern, as- 
sistant superintendent, about the pro- 
posed curriculum of the Lake County 
Vocational High School. 


Last December, Dlst. 125 residents 


voted to support a vocational center for 
Lake County. The school is scheduled to 
open in the fall of 1975 as a supplemental 
high school with classrooms and equip- 
ment for vocational education classes. 
Students will continue to take academic 
courses and physical education at their 
regular high school. 


Kern recommended that Stevenson ex- 


pand its current vocational curriculum to 
I n c l u d e electronics, 
building-trade 


courses, additional data processing and 
small appliance repair so students going 
to the vocational high school will have 
the proper background for advanced 
courses In these areas. 


Stevenson currently offers graphic 


arts, power mechanics, auto tune-up and 
diagnosis, chassis and ride control design 


and drafting, technical drafting, archi- 
tectural drafting, modelmaking, child de- 
velopment, child care, food preparation, 
food-service management, computer and 
secretarial courses. 


The board also decided to vote against 


the Special Education District of Lake 


County's teachers request to negotiate 
salaries and working conditions through 
a local union of the American Federation 
of Teachers. The board requested proof 
that a majority of the teachers are mem- 
bers of the union before approving such 
negotiations.

The Issues haven't changed much for 


S t a t e Son. B r a d l e y M. Glass, 
n-NortWIcld. sinca ho first ran for the 
1st District Senate scat two years ago. 


He still Is seeking a uniform state real 


estate tax to equalize funding for local 
school districts, and served on the con- 
ference committee that attempted to me- 
diate the debate over the multiplier. 


lie said his bill protected the schools 


and other taxing bodies this year by 
guaranteeing they would get no less tlian 
what they had levied, while freezing the 
multiplier for only one year, so It will 
have to bo considered again. 


"It seems to me a statewide system of 


assessment, done right, could eliminate 
the multiplier," Glass said. He hopes 
education quality will not depend on the 
assessed valuation of a district because 


districts vary so widely m Illinois. With a 
state assessment program, state aid 
could even out the inequities, he said. . 


GLASS SUCCEEDED with two bills es- 


tablishing school bus safety standards. 
"My two school bus bills were the most 
important legislation I sponsored this 
year," ho sold. 


Although federal standards arc In the 


works, Gloss said, "I felt there was a lot 
the state could do." Ho sold the state can 
step up the deadlines requiring scatbclts, 
additional exterior safety flashers, other 
equipment and refresher courses for 
drivers, for example. His bills made the 
standards applicable to all school buses, 
public or private, and provided that 
regulations of .the superintendent of pub- 
lic Instruction or the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation will have the force of 
law, and could be enforced by all police 
agencies. 


Political science professor 
Richard S. Hartigan ready 
to 'get into the trenches'

Richard S. Hartlgan wants to practice 


what he has been preaching for the last 
15 years as a professor of political sci- 
ence. 


Hartigan, 30, of Glcnvlcw, Is a member 


of the faculty of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, and ho says ho has been telling his 
students for years, "the way to bring 
about change In politics is to get into the 
trenches." 


Change is sorely needed, Hartigan be- 


lieves, and ho wants to get into tho 
trenches by defeating Republican State 
Sen. Bradley M. Glass and going to 
Springfield as senator from the 1st Legis- 
lative District of Illinois. 


AS A STUDENT of international, na- 


tional and local politics and government, 
Hartlgan takes an ecumenical view of 
tho role of legislators. 


"Legislators from Chicago and the sub- 


urbs should be concerned about the pro- 
duction of soybeans and coal in Down- 
state Illinois," he says. 


Similarly, "Citizens of the 1st Legisla- 


live District are residents of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago, and there is no reason to 
hesitate about cooperating with the paw- 
er-that-bo in Chicago to accomplish what 
Is needed." 


But Hartlgan adds, tho first responsi- 


bility of a legislator is to servo his con- 
stituents, and government functions best 
when its control Is kept close to home. 


AMONG OTIIEH things. Hartlgan has 


blasted Glass for his co-sponsorship of 
legislation which preempted local licens- 
ing of some 2il professions under tho 
home-rule provisions of tho new state 
constitution. 


Following passage of that legislation, 


Hartlgan said, "Once again, the Down- 
state Republican majority has caucused 
and our North Shore Interests have been 
ignored, because Sen. Glass Is cither 
mute or Indifferent to the entreaties of 
tho elected and appointed city and vil- 
Inso officials of Glcnvlcw, Evanston, and 
other home rule areas. Sen. Glass has 
heard their protests and has obviously 
chosen to Ignore (Item, with what has be- 
come familiar political arrogance." 


BUT WHILE HE opposes "big govern- 


ment" generally, Hartlgan says there 
ore areas where the state must act to 
overcome problems which cannot be han- 
dled by municipalities. 


Ho faults a "lack of Imagination" on 


tho part of Glass and other legislators 
for failure to prepare n regional planning 
and zoning master plan for northern Illi- 
nois, for lack of a comprehensive plan 
for mass transportation In the metropoli- 
tan area, and other shortcomings.

AFTER ASSIGNMENT to the energy 


crisis subcommittee of the Agriculture, 
Conservation and Ecology Committee, 
Gloss was a sponsor of a bill providing 
$70 million for research Into the better 
use of coal, an extensive natural re- 
source of Illinois. The committee created 
the Illinois Energy Resource Commission 
and Glass was named to it. 


The research money will be spent over 


several years, probably in conjunction 
with federal studies, to find a way to 
mine coal efficiently and burn it cleanly. 
"It would be a shot in the arm for the 
state economy and fuel situation," he 
sold. 


Glass said he may re-introduce a men- 


"sure making a 5-cent deposit mandatory 
on all beverage containers in Illinois ns 
part of a metal and glass beverage con- 
tainer recycling program. 


His original bill, patterned after an 


Oregon law, was defcted. But Glass said 
the Oregon program now appears to be 
successful. Recycling saves 25 to 30 per 
cent of the energy required to produce a 
new container, he said. 


GLASS ALSO IS concerned about In- 


creasing state participation in pension 
funds for its employes. He said ho was a 
strong supporter of "full-funding" of pen- 
sions, which actually amount to about 60 
per cent, he said. Increases were vetoed 
this year by Gov. Daniel Walker. On the 
basis of tho State Constitution, Glass 
said, he voted "no" on the provision that 
would havo allowed state employes con- 
victed of felonies to receive their pen- 
sions. 


Glass said he supports tho principle of 


collective bargaining for all state em- 
ployes, but opposes their right to strike. 


Ho said ho doesn't see bills dealing 


with collective bargaining passing in the 
near future. In most of the labor propos- 
als, Glass said, "I have to classify my- 
self on tho side of management. Labor 
already has some strong spokesmen and 
I think a friendly business climate in IU1-

"Why," he wonders aloud, "has tho 


state not attacked the problem of in- 
flation?" 


As one example. Hartlgan believes the 


state could provide subsidies to encour- 
age greater production of soybeans, lead- 
ing to a slowing of inflationary demands 
in a key economic area. 


HARTIGAN VIEWS the Illinois Senate 


as a collection of "double dippers," legis- 
lators with independent sources of In- 
come. 


He calls tho characterization of those 


like Glass (a practicing attorney who 
serves two villages as village attorney) as 
"citizen legislators" a lot of "bloody non- 
sense." 


Hartlgan believes legislators should be 


required to devote full time to their 
duties at an adequate salary. He says the 
current pay of $17,500 per' year would be 
adequate for him, though ho would con- 
tinue to engage in academic seminars 
and lecturing, which he estimates might 
earn him about $1,000 per year. 


FURTHER, ho would like to see all 


public officeholders limited to 10 years in 
office. "The argument about people ma- 
turing in office is nonsense," he says. 
"Seniority in office simply allows me- 
diocrity to decline." 


A 10-year limit would force out the me- 


diocre, and require the talented to seek 
higher office, Hartlgan says. 


After 15 years of political study, Hart- 


lgan sums Op his findings: "The profes- 
sion of politics requires a very special 
blend of creative talents. The Ideal pub- 
lic servant must know when to lead, 
when to follow. He or she must think as 
an Idealist, yet be able to walk the sensi- 
tive line of the pragmatist. The Ideal 
public servant must be Imaginative, pro- 
gressive, willing to fight for change yet 
recognize that change can disturb, dis- 
rupt and destroy. Change must bo 
planned, studied. Change must anticipate 
the needs of all who may be affected."

As site preparation work gets under- 


way for the first phase of downtown re- 
development, Des Plalnes merchants are 
not showing much Merest in leasing re- 
tail space In the Superblock building. 


Representative of J. R. Gottlieb Co., 


developer of the office and commercial 
complex, began approaching some down- 
town merchants in the past few days 
with proposed lease agreements. 


Some merchants have complained pri- 


vately that the lease proposals, which 
range around $6.50 per square foot, are 
too high and contain many unexplained 
provisions which could boost costs. 


The developers, however, reportedly 


have about 80 inquiries from retailers 
outside the Des Plalnes area who have 
shown some interest in the facility. 


BESIDES THE basic lease agreement, 


the merchants will pay additional rent 
based on a percentage of gross sales.

Policeman hits fire unit 
ambulance billing policy 


A Buffalo Grove policeman criticized 


the fire department billing procedure af- 
ter a bill for an ambulance call at his 
house was sent to his boss, Police Chief 
Harry J. Walsh. 


Det. Charles Weidner said Wednesday 


he is dissatisfied with the procedure, sug- 
gesting that fire officials "should deal 
directly rather than going to a person's 
employer" with payment notices. 


Weidner said he was sent two notices 


for the $30 ambulance bill stemming 
from an incident last July when his 
daughter, 3, swallowed torch fluid and 
required hospitalizatlon. 


Fire Chief Wayne Winter said, how- 


ever, billing residents who require ambu- 
lance service is a standard policy and 
necessary to help cover costs mentioning 


that even his own firefighters have been 
billed for ambulance calls. 


He said residents requiring paramedic 


and ambulance service are billed for the 
call about 30 days later and are sent a 
"reminder" the bill Is overdue if not paid 
within a month. 


Third notices are sent to the person's 


employer however, so workmen's com- 
pensation or insurance arrangements can 
be made to cover the costs. 


Winter said the $30 bill sent to resi- 


dents pays about half the total cost of the 
ambulance run that includes medical 
dressings, depreciation costs on the am- 
bulance and paramedic equipment and 
s m a l l monetary reimbursement for 
emergency crews.

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Nurses' charges 
'merited': NLRB 


The National Labor Relations Board 


will try to roach an out-of-court settle- 
ment with Lutheran General Hospital af- 
ter "finding merit" in charges filed by a 
recently formed nurses' group, a labor 
board spokesman said Wednesday." 


Tlic nurses have charged the Park 


Rldgc hospital with violation of labor 
laws by allegedly Interfering with tho 
nurses' right to form a union. The 
charges found mcrltablc by the labor 
board Includo Interrogation of nurses as 
to their interest in a union, preventing 
tho group to distribute organizational lit- 
erature, granting wage Increases in the 
middle of a union campaign and inter- 
ference with the rights of nurses to at- 
tend association meetings, said Roger 
Gold, the nurses' attorney. 


Other charges filed by tho nurses In- 


cluded surveillance of association meet- 
ings and advising employes of loss of ben- 
efits if tho association became a bar- 
gaining agent. 


"We have determined there Is merit to 


some of tho charges," said Martin 


Schncld of the labor board. "We arc 
negotiating with the hospital now on a 
possible settlement." 


SCIINEID WOULD not comment fur- 


ther on the charges filed Sept. 20 by tho 
Lutheran General Hospital Nurses' Assn. 
Ho did say that if a settlement is not- 
reached, the board would file a complaint 
against tho hospital and there would be a 
public trial. 


Hospital officials would not comment 


on the board's decision because they 
hnvc not received formal notification, 
said Tracy Stern, spokesman. He said 
the hospital has only been informally no- 
tified. Previously, the hospital denied the 
nurses' charges. 


Gold said the nurses arc waiting to sec 


what kind of settlement is reached be- 
tween the hospital and tho board. He 
said the nurses have more than 30 per 
cent of the 400 registered and licensed 
practical nurss as members and plan to 
hold a representative election to be rec- 
ognized as a bargaining unit.

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Do teacher aides need college work? 


Somehow, It always has appeared to 


mo that tno cliche about not looking Rift 
horses In the mouth was a caution 
against getting bitten unexpectedly. 


I know others have different Inter- 


pretations, but mine has seemed particu- 
larly appropriate recently as more and 
more people have become upset because 
the state Is requiring 30 hours of college 
for volunteers who work with children In 
the schools. 


The no-hour requirement has been In ef- 


fect fcr years for "teacher aides," and 
most school officials assumed that was 
for people who were paid to work as 
nldcs. This July, however, the stnto be- 
gan a program to enforce the regulation 
by requiring aides to get a form from the 
state certifying they have the stipulated 
college credit. When they started that 
program, state officials made It clear 
they considered volunteers "teacher 
aides." 


MANY IIAVK QUESTIONED the logic 


of that rule. Volunteers are after all, In 
the schools on their own free will and are 
not being paid. Many think it Isn't sen- 
sible to hang them up In all sorts of "re- 
quirements" as though they were profes- 
sionals. 


Also, much discussion around schools 


the last few years has centered on how 
they should bo responsive to the public, 
nnd not become the solo purview of pro- 
fessional educators. There have been all 
sorts of moves In that direction, all with 
good-sounding names like "community- 
school programs," "accountability" and 
"decentralization." 


Now, however, the state seems to bo 


saying parents are welcome to get In- 
volved In tho educational process, but 
only II they satisfy tho requirements of 
educators. 


ADDING TO THE Irony was a story 


from United Press International last 
week about a program for volunteers In 
Denver. Denver, It seems, has more than 
3,000 volunteers In Its schools offering 
"their talents and services to classroom 
teachers," the story said.

Consumers, watch out for a boost in 


the interest rate charged on your revolv- 
ing credit accounts. 


Anthony J. Fornelll, director of the Illi- 


nois Dcpt. of Financial 
Institutions, 


warns credit buyers to check contracts 
carefully. Fornelli said he received more 
than 500 complaints about two firms 
which recently boosted interest rates as 
high as 21.6 per cent a year. The more 
commonly used annual percentage rate 
for revolving retail installment contracts 
is 15 per cent a month, or 18 per cent a 
year. 


The state Retail Installment Sales Act 


permits Interest rates as high as 21.6 per 
cent a year. 


MILTON IIIRSCII, a review examiner 


in the department, said some recent 
complaints involved interest rate hikes 
by General Electric Finance Corp. and 
Wickes Corp. In some cases, the con- 
tracts did not provide for the increase in 
an "escalator clause." The department 
warned the two companies they were 
acting Illegally, and the finance com- 
panies canceled the Increase. 


The federal Truth In Lending Act as 


administered by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission requires 30-day notice be given 


buyers before a change in installment 
contract interest rates may be Initiated. 


MANY RETAILERS handle their own 


Installment credit accounts with a max- 
imum annual interest charge of 18 per 
cent. Many other retailers sell their in- 
stallment credit accounts to finance 
agencies. 


"Even If your credit is with a firm that 


you believe is handling Its own in- 
stallment accounts, check to see If the 
firm owns a subsidiary," Fornelli said. 
"This may change the handling meth- 
od." 


FORNELLI URGED installment buy- 


ers who find their interest rates raised 
without notice to Inform his department 
to determine whether the increase is le- 
gal. Consumers may call 793-2013 or 
write to the Dept. of Financial In- 
stitutions, 160 N. LaSallo St., Chicago 
G0601. 


General Electric Finance Corp. and 


Wickes Corp. are among the finance 
companies which regularly purchase in- 
stallment contracts from retailers. Fur- 
niture and appliance sales often are pur- 
chased through installment contracts 
which later arc sold to a finance com- 
pany.

Summer Jobs with Iho Metropolitan 


Sanitary District ahould bo removed 
from political patronage, MSD Trustee 
Joanne Alter said Wednesday. 


Mrs. Alter called for making the ap- 


proximately too summer Jobs at the sani- 
tary district "open to all young people In 
the metropolitan area." 


Sho explained that the summer Jobs 


havo In the past been "given" to the 
MSD board president and other trustees 
and (unnoted through those elected offi- 
cials to the political ward organizations. 


Mrs. Altcr's call for changes In the 


system came as MSD board members 
discussed pay rates for summer Jobs at a 


budget-study session Wednesday. Other 
board members, however, asked Mrs, Al- 
ter to defer discussion on the summer 
Jobs. 


AFTER THE session Mrs. Alter told 


The Herald that she had raised similar 
objections last year to the procedure 
used in filling MSD summer Jobs. 


She said that under the current system 


each MSD trustee gets five Jobs to fill 
while the board president gets 50 jobs to 
fill. 


At the meeting, she called for the Jobs 


— which include clerical work, mainte- 
nance activity such as cutting grass, and 
laboratory technicians duties — to be

That little blue booklet which has 


been mailed to voters in recent 
weeks purports to explain the argu- 
ments for and against a con- 
stitutional amendment which will be 
voted upon in the Nov. 5 election. 


It does a poor job. 


The amendment which voters will 


be asked to accept would do away 
with the "amendatory veto" power 
of the governor of Illinois, granted to 
him under the 1970 state constitution. 


The pamphlet overstates the argu- 


ments against the amendatory veto, 
and does not really explain its great- 
est value — which is to give the gov- 
ernor a means of blocking "sneak" 
provisions of hastily passed legisla- 
tion without scuttling otherwise good 
legislation. 


First, the arguments supporting 


the amendment to do away with the 
veto declare, "With this power, a 
governor may take a bill which has 
passed the House and the Senate, re- 
write it, and return it to the legisla- 
ture for approval." 


That argument is presented despite 


a later acknowledgement that the Su- 
premo Court has ruled that "the gov- 
ernor cannot totally rewrite a bill." 


That ruling came in a case in 


which Gov. Richard Ogilvie changed 
a bill on aid to parochial schools in 
an attempt to make it conform to a 
U. S. Supreme Court ruling made af- 
ter the legislation was passed, but 
before he signed it. 


The Illinois Supreme Court ruled 


that he had exceeded his amendatory 
veto power, but it carefully avoided 
challenging such a power or setting 
limits on it such as proposed in the 


coming referendum. 


The constitution now gives the gov- 


ernor authority to use his amendato- 
ry veto to return legislation to the 
General Assembly "with specific rec- 
ommendations for change." The new 
amendment would limit that to "spe- 
cific recommendations for the cor-

rcction of technical errors or matters 
of form." 


Proponents of the amendatory veto 


argue this would limit the governor 
to "dotting the i's and crossing the 
t's." 


The pamphlet distributed to voters 


fails to address itself, however, to 
one of the major ills of the Illinois 
General Assembly. 


That is the "conference com- 


mittee" ploy which becomes stan- 
dard practice among the leaders of 
both parties in the final days of the 
legislative session, when legislators 
work far into the night on mountains 
of bills of which they have very little 
specific knowledge. 


The common practice is to pass, 


say, a Republican version of very 
important legislation in the House, 
and a Democratic version in the Sen- 
ate. 


Both versions are then referred to 


conference committee between the 
two houses, and that is /where the 
horse trading starts. Quite often, 
there is nothing in the bill which can- 
not be readily agreed upon by the 
two parties. 


But it becomes convenient then for 


the party leaders, who control the 
conference 
committees, to insert 


pork-barrel provisions which they 
have been otherwise unable to pass. 


The conference committee report, 


which need not spell out these 
amendments in specific form, is then 
returned to the floor of both houses 
and passed without difficulty. 


The governor then finds himself 


confronting, for instance, a vital bill 
on aid to education which also may 
contain a provision for 100 new pa- 
tronage workers in Macon County. 


Without the amendatory veto, he 


then has only a choice between 
vetoing the aid to education, or lend- 
ing his signature to the patronage 
workers. 


With the amendatory veto, he can 


approve the education aid while de- 
leting the patronage workers, thus 
putting the responsibility for the 
boondoggle back on the legislature, 
where it belongs.

This becomes more unfair 
when it is realized that close to SO per 
cent of the population served by the Dis- 
trict resides in the suburbs. 


As a suburban elected official, I feel 


that the office is indeed a major one with 
great potential for solving our flooding 
and water run-off problems and for 
eliminating the pollution of our rivers 
and streams. The Sanitary District will 
never achieve this potential unless inter- 
ested suburbanites cast their votes for 
those candidates who arc familiar with 
the problems of the suburbs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Democratic 


landslide talk is starting to be heard 
again. 


After Richard Nixon resigned from tho 


presidency, most Democrats quit pre- 
dicting that they were going to clobber 
the Republicans badly in congressional 
and state elections this year. But after 
President Ford pardoned Nixon, Demo- 
crats and some neutral observers began 
seeing visions of a GOP disaster Nov. 5 
once again. 


While the pardon obviously had politi- 


cal Impact, (25 per cent of those who 
answered a recent Detroit News poll said 
it made them so mad they would refuse 
to vote for any Republican), it is the spe- 
cific reports from the separate cam- 
paigns rather than the expected effect of 
current events that is buoying the Demo- 
crats now. 


Things like a Newsday-Gannett news- 


paper poll that showed Democrat Hugh 
Carey running an incredible 21 per- 
centage points ahead of GOP Gov. Mal- 
colm Wilson in New York and a survey 
by the Hartford Tunes and New Haven 
Register placing Democrat Ella Grasso 


10 points up on Republican Robert Steclc 
in the Connecticut governor race have 
contributed to the Democratic euphoria. 


But even more than good omens from

the contests in which they expected to do 
well, Democratic confidence has been 
boosted by reports of improving pros- 
pects in Senate races where they ex- 
pected to have trouble this year. 


Example: Sen. George McGovern was 


supposed to be in deep trouble in South 
Dakota for "forsaking" the state and 
running for president in 1972. On top of 
that, he was going to have Republican 
opposition in the form of a war hero — 
former POW Leo Thorsness. 


But as the campaign got underway, 


McGovern appeared to have lost less of 
his old time appeal in South Dakota than 
had been reported and Thorsness turned 
out to be less of a political fireball than 
expected. Now McGovern is favored to 
retain his scat. 


Example: Sen. BirctfBayh approached 


his Indiana reelection campaign with the 
prospect of facing Indianapolis' youthful 
GOP Mayor Richard Lugar. Lugar was 
regarded as one of the hottest political 
prospects the Republicans had, and a lot 
of assessments of the race had Bayh no 
better than even. But Bayh appeared in 
mid-campaign to have gained the upper 
hand, running 13 points ahead in one poll 
and 15 up in another. 


Similar reports have been coming in 
from other states: Ohio and Iowa, where 
Democratic Senate candidates were not 
incumbents, but trying to retain the scats 
against tested Republican vote getters; 
Colorado, Florida and Kentucky, where 
Republican seats arc at stake but either 
the Democratic candidate or the local po- 
litical situation was believed to be too 
shaky for confidence. 


The Democrats in all of these states 


now are either favored or given a good 
chance to win. Even in New York, insur- 
gent Democrat Ramsey Clark is said to 
be running such a strong campaign 
against Sen. Jacob Javits that the Re- 
publican incumbent's previous walkaway 
is no longer taken for granted. 


If all these reports are solid, it could 


mean that the Democrats will increase 
their Senate majority from 58 to 62 or 6.1 
this fall, instead of winning the two or 
three scats party strategists were talking 
about a month ago. 


The official cachet was put on Demo- 


cratic confidence last week by party 
chairman Robert Strauss, who publicly 
predicted a gain of at least four and 
maybe five Senate scats, three or more 
governorships and 28 to 32 House scats.

But Kuspor was worrying 
about his "image" in the suburbs. 


Across the county, Lola Flamm was 


rapping Kusper and his "Image." Mrs. 
Flamm, a Republican who is seeking the 
clerk's job, was talking about vote fraud, 
bid rigging and "political criminals." 


THE BATTLE Foil the county clerk's 


position Is a whirlwind of speeches, joint 
appearances and defensive maneuvering. 
Mrs. Flamm, an Evanston school board 
member, jabs and pokes at Kusper. Kus- 
per, who was appointed county clerk-in 
mid-1073, lists improvements ordered 
during his 20-month administration. 


Kusper is a battler. He's proud of Ills

THE EXCHANGES, in a campaign in 


which both candidates are seeking coun- 
ty office for the first time, follow Kusper 
and Flamm. When Kusper was opening ' 
his official headquarters 
in Chicago, 


Mrs. Flamm was calling for him to with- 
draw from the election as "the decent 
and honorable thing." When Kusper was 
arguing with the county board about pur- 
chase of voting machines, Mrs. Flamm 
was charging (hat bids to buy the ma- 
chines were rigged. As Kusper's election 
department prepared materials for Nov. 
5, Mrs. Flamm unsuccessfully was filing 
suit to force removal of thc.clerk's name 
from "no smoking" signs, pencils and 
other paraphernalia used in voting. 


Two issues have become keys in the 


race: 


• Kusper's record as clerk of providing 


service to county and suburban resi- 
dents. 


• Kusper's record as n political wheel- 


er and dealer, 


"I don't think I come off that bad," 


Kusper says. "When you demonstrate 
that the talent Is there, that you want to 
do the job, people will respond." 


For anyone with political ambitions 


like Kusper's, the barometer-like result 
of countywide election is important. "I'm 
running for clerk," he said, "but sure, I'd 
love to be considered" for mayor of Chi- 
cago. "I'm not shy about it. 1975 is a 
little too early." 


Kusper's performance list includes: 
• Registration of the first 18-year-old 


voter in the nation. 


• Use of mobile voter-registration vans 


to enroll residents avoiding a trip to the 
Loop 


• Modification of county voting ma- 


chines to eliminate paper ballots. 


• Investment of dormant tax-redemp- 


tion funds to collect more than $120,000 in 
interest for the county. 


• Improvement of the county bond rat- 


ing, which i educes interest rates on bor- 
rowed funds. 


Kusper also talks of projects for the 


future — microfilming vital statistical in- 
formation niul a move of the department 
from a rental "hellhole" to the county 
building, changes in marriage license 
procedures, opening of branch offices in 
the suburbs and computer voting. 


"FRANKLY. I THINK he's done a ter- 


rible job," Mrs. Flamm says. The wom- 
an, whose campaign trademark has be- 
come cardboard "Flamm" earrings, is

campaigning on an "honest election" 
theme. 


"No other county in America has this 


shameful record," she says, listing the 
conviction of former County Clerk Ed- 
ward Barrett for receiving kickbacks 
from vote-machine contracts, the in- 
dictment of 102 election officials in Chi- 
cago when Kusper was chairman of the 
election board, and Kusper's refusal to 
testify before a federal grand jury in- 
vestigating corruption. 


"The public feels that their rights are 


being abridged," Mrs. Flamm says. "It's 
difficult to vote absentee. Services are 
not available in the suburbs." 


"I'm trying to raise the specter of a 


politician who has not worked for the 
benefit of the people," she says. 


Mrs. Flamm's proposed changes in the 


clerk's office include: 


• Deputizing municipal and township 


clerks who could accept absentee ballots. 


• Using local officials to provide mar- 


riage licenses and birth certificates. 


• Forming "professional job stan- 


dards" for employes of the clerk's office. 


• Transferring clerk's records to com- 


puters. 


Mrs Flamm says her qualifications for 


the clerk's office are based on experi- 
ence that "goes back a long way." She 
\vorkcd for five years for "a manage- 
ment firm" in Chicago and later was 
elected to the Evanston High School 
^oard. "I've seen bureaucracy in action. 
I've represented an electorate." 


Mrs. Flamm, a 48-year-old mother of 


four sons, is an active member of the 
League of Women Voters who joined the 
Republican Party four years ago. 


THE CHICAGO election board was 


Kusper's training ground for the clerk's 
position. He started as a board attorney 
and was chairman of the election board 
before his appointment as county clerk. 


That board also became Kusper's first 


purgatory when election judges were 
convicted after the 1972 election for vote 
fraud, when Chicago newspapers exposed 
widespread "ghost" voter registrations 
and when reports of stock favors were 
linked to Kusper and the supplier of city 
voting machines. 


"Criticism of me was 100 per cent 


wrong because those people were private 
citizens who were certified by the politi- 
cal parties," Kusper said. 


Kusper's 
activities at the election 


board have drawn at least one federal 
grand jury subpoena. "I've neither ad- 
mitted nor denied that I took the Fifth 
Amendment," he says. 


"He kept people off the ballot \\ith ar- 


rogant and autocratic behavior," Mrs. 
Flamm says. "I simply don't think that 
he has a positive program. He's done a 
lot of smart politicking. I think that when 
the party tells him it's time to comput- 
erize— he will."

'Little guys' are big runners 


NEW YORK — Barry Switzer and 


Woody Hayes have this little dis- 
agreement'going between them. 


Worse yet, they'll never settle it, be- 


cause the only possible chance Oklahoma 
and Ohio State's football teams have of 
ever meeting this year is standing 
around waiting for two different planes 
at the same airport. 


Barry Switzer, who coaches Oklahoma, 


says without qualification that Joe Wash- 
ington, his 20-year-old junior from Port 
Arthur, Tex., is, in his words, "the great- 
est running back in America." 


Woody Hayes smiles tolerantly every 


time he hears that, and Immediately In- 
traduces another name Into the conversa- 
tion, the name of a 20-year-«ld Junior on 
his own Ohio State team. The young man 
Hayes talks about Is Archie Griffin, and 
the Buckeyes found him playing high 
school football right In their own back- 
yard In Columbus. 


Hayes goes Switzer one better. He not 


only says Archie Griffin is the finest run- 
ning back In the whole country today, 
but the best one he has ever coached or 
seen, and considering he had fellows like 
Heisman winner Howard Hopalong Cas- 
sady and John Brockington, that's quite 
a statement. 


Size-wise, neither Griffin nor Washing- 


ton is very big. 


Griffin is 5-8 and 180 pounds, and 


Washington, who isn't as chunky, goes 
5-10 and 179. The pros generally like 'em 
bigger than that. Switzer still has no 
doubt whatsoever "Little Joe," as he 
calls Washington, will do well in the pro- 
fessional ranks.' 


"He's not as big, as strong, or as fast 


as O.J. Simpson, but I don't care who it 
is, nobody has any better football instinct 
than he has," says the Sooners' coach 
about his All-America candidate who 
scored four touchdowns and gained 200 
yards in last Sunday's 49-14 romp over 
Colorado. 


"You know Phil Kruegcr, the coach at 


Utah State. He coached O.J. at Southern 
California as one of John McKay's assist- 
ants, and he says Joe Is better. Yon don't 
have to take my word for it. Go ask 
him." 


Washington played only briefly against 


Utah State and equally little against 


Wake Forest, but he still has totaled 684 
yards in 78 carries for an average of 
136.8 yards per contest so far this season. 
That puts him.in third place in the na- 
tion. Griffin, who has played In one more 
game and carried 127 times, leads all 
rushers in the nation with 877 yards for a 
146.2 average a game. He has gained 100 
yards or more in 17 straight games. 


If you go for statistics, here are a few 


more: 


Griffin has broken the all-time Big Ten 


record in his two years at Ohio State 
with 3,321 yard*1 rushing, while over the 
same period of time, Washington, having 
played in one less game, has picked up 
with 2,487 yards making him third best 
in Oklahoma history behind Steve Owens 
and Gregg Pruitt. 


Washington, son of a high school foot- 


ball coach, played under his father at 
Lincoln High School In Port Arthur. He 
can pass as well as run, and has been a 
driving force In Oklahoma's perfect 5-0 
record so far. 


The fact Oklahoma Is on probation 


with the NCAA through August of next 
year and the Sooners are not seen on 
national television because of that, could 
hurt Washington's chances against Grif- 
fin when it comes time for the Heisman 
Trophy to be awarded. 


Likewise, because of the probation, tha 


American Football Coaches Association 
does not vote for Oklahoma in the UPI 
ratings where Ohio State is ranked No. 1, 
but Switzer says there has been at least 
one advantage to that. 


"There's no question we've received 


more publicity because of the ban, and 
because we're not ranked in the UPI rat- 
ings," he says. "The kids on the team 
are aware the Coaches Association is re- 
sponsible for them not being ranked, and 
they probably resent the fact, but re- 
gardless of whether they're ranked or 
not, they know they're recognized as a 
good football team. 


"Sometimes they joke about the fact 


they're not ranked. Before the Colorado 
game, one of the kids on the team got all 
fired up and hollered: 


"Let's go out and win this one for

NEW YORK - ABC, in a major rea- 


lignment of its television brass, has an- 
nounced the apolntment of Frederick S, 
Fierce as president of ABC-TV. 


P i e r c e , 41, replaces Walter A. 


Schwartz, who becomes president of a 
newly created branch of ABC's leisure 
division. Both appointments are effective 
Immediately. . 


An unusually well-informed industry 


source said Plercc's appointment may 
trigger other changes within the ABC-TV 
hierarchy, especially In the entertain- 
ment division. 


Pierce, who has been with ABC for 18 


years, had been senior vice president of 
ABC-TV since January 1974. In his new 
capacity, ho will have overall responsi- 
bility for the ABC's TV network, the 
owned TV stations, and the entertain- 
ment division. He will handle ABC Sports 
and the TV planning and development di- 
vision. 


SCHWARTZ, who assumed the presi- 


dency of ABC in July 1972, becomes head 
of the ABC Leisure Group II. He will be 
In charge of ABC's theaters, wildlife at- 
tractions, and a Florida bottled-water 
company. ABC Leisure Group I includes 
the company's music and record divi- 
sions. 


The announcement comes one day af- 


ter Martin Starger, president of ABC En- 
tertainment, announced the promotion of 
seven executives to new programming 
positions within ABC Entertainment. 


The unusually well-informed source 


said Pierce will take a long look at all 
segments of ABC-TV, especially prune- 
time broadcasting — which is now a dis- 
tant third to CBS and NBC. 


"Pierce Is the right choice," the source 


said, "He's terrific. But he knows too 
much about programming to let things 
sit still. This is just the beginning of the 
changes." 


DURING RECENT weeks, there has 


been a great deal of speculation within 
the Industry that Starger would be fired 
for quarterbacking the so-far losing sea- 
son. However, the announcements sim- 
mered some of this speculation. 


Nevertheless, the source said, "Starger 


Is not out of the woods. And all those 
appointments add up to nothing. No one 
new was brought in. He just gave a few 
guys some new titles for jobs they arc 
already doing." 


The source said that the blame for 


ABC's poor season must fall on Starger 
and Barry Oilier, the former network 
chieftain who handled prime time. Diller 
now Is head of Paramount Pictures. 


"Diller got out in time," the source 


: said, "Starger may be next." 


Asked If Schwartz was being made the 


scapegoat for the season, the source said 
no.

I im 59 and suffer from constipation. You recommended 


coarse foods for constipation. I have pockets on my colon and 
I'm not allowed to eat any foods with fibers or seeds or skins. 
And also, I cin't drink milk. It gives me gas. I drink decaffei- 
nated coffee using one-fourth teaspoon of powder to a cup. Do 
you think that would cause me to have gas? 


My doctor gave me some capsulci to take called Doxldan, 


and when I have a bowel movement I have a burning in my 
rectum from the capsule. I would like to know If thn cansule 
would be bad for my colon. 


I give myself enemas a lot and would like to know if that Is 


o.k. What would be best for constipation and what foods 
should I avoid and which ones should I eat? 


Those pockets ore divortlcula and the current thinking is 


that constipation and poor bowel habits are part of the reason 
they develop. 


If you don't have an infected pocket or bleeding or a small 


perforation of one of them, the associated constipation is usu- 
ally the main problem. 


You really need a change in your total bowel pattern. You 


should bo eating foods with bulk. That means whole ccroals 
and bulky vegetables in considerable amount. Your colon will 
not function properly, with or without divortlcula, until you 
eat properly, and that includes proper amounts of bulk. 


That laxatlvo and enema habit has merely made matters 


worse. Doxldnn Is a chemical laxative. It has some useful 
purposes but should not be used regularly and the same ap- 
plies to all other chemical laxatives. A bulk expander would 
bo useful until you get straightened out. 


You need a good program for training your bowel habit and 


to train your normal responses. It won't bo easy since you 
obviously have a long standing problem, as do many people 
who suffer from constipation and spastic colon.

Can a woman 63 years old have a change of life for the

change In life in her 40s and have tho same symptoms from 
some other cause in her 60s.

Participation in the arts and a willingness to share with 


employes and the public is a business trend that's catching on 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Whether it's traditional paintings at the corporate head- 


quarters, the bold sweep of free form sculpture at the neigh- 
borhood shopping centers or a mobile dangling in a hotel 
lobby, public art works sponsored by the business community 
add something extra to the suburban scene. 


"Corporations are becoming more concerned with the arts 


than ever before. It's a growing concern, I'm happy to say," 
says Sally Falrweather of the Fairweather Hardin Gallery in 
Chicago. Mrs. Fairweather's persistent efforts on behalf of 
Gould Inc.'s William Ylvlsaker resulted in the agreement by 
Carl Nesjar to build "The Bather" — a 30 foot sculpture 
designed by Picasso — at the Gould Center in Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


"It's very reciprocal, when business brings art to the pub- 


lic," said Mrs. Fairweather. "It can create a greater aware- 
ness of the industry ... and it will also provide great benefits 
to employes." Good art has an effect on people she said: "It's 
refreshing to mind and spirit." 


Despite the pioneering efforts of David Rockefeller and Chi. 


cage's Container Corp. in the fine arts, there is still relatively 
little public art in the workaday world. Sculpture in particu- 
lar "has always lagged behind paintings, because it costs 
more " she said. 


Art is good business, contends Mrs. Fairweather. She cites 


an increasing number of firms which budget for artworks in 
their architects' plans for new quarters. 


"And of course as more corporations are moving out of the 


city they are making more use of space — providing places 
for sculpture," Mrs. Fainveather said. She views the trend as 
a boost to the arts and a boon to suburban workers and 
shoppers who seek out pleasant surroundings. 


"It's stimulating — a lot of it may be unconscious — but as 


a spectator you can't help but be influenced by corporate 
participation in the arts." 


Among the recent entries on the Northwest suburban scene 


is the untitled, free form sculpture installed at the entry drive 
of UOP corporate headquarters in Des Plaines. It was de- 
signed by Chris Byers as a symbol of the corporation's dy- 
namic nature. And a new sculptured metal disc graces the 
quarters of First Federal Savings and Loan Assn. of Schaum- 
burg. 


Wayside art collections include a variety of sculpture at the 


Woodfield shopping center in Schaumburg and a wealth of 
paintings, sculpture and mobiles at the Regency Hyatt 
O'Hare in Rosemont. Perhaps the most well known art works 
in the area — cast metal sea lions and other creatures at the 
Randhurst shopping center in Mount Prospect — please the 
eye and serve as playthings for children.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Competing for 


homeowner's interest, plumbing is a poor 
second to just about anything in the 
house — except when it doesn't work. 


Actually, In many societies through the 


ages, reliable plumbing has been a luxu- 
ry rather than an accepted way of life. 


Back in the days of the early Egyp- 


tians, for example, private baths were 
reserved only for royalty — and the Pha- 
raoh's female favorites. In Greece, bath- 
ing privileges were accorded mainly to 
star athletes or gladiators. It took the 
Romans to introduce public baths — but 
the masses still couldn't afford such fa- 
cilities in their own homes. And it wasn't 
too long ago in American history that 
bathing was an awkward, once a week 
ritual. 


Today, however, we take for granted 


instant hot and cold water in all parti of 
the home. The one bath househld is be- 
coming the exception; many homes have 
two or more and additional facilities in 
powder rooms and mud rooms. Automat- 
ic dishwashing, clothes washing and dry- 
ing, sophisticated heating and cooling 
systems, swimming pools, even automat- 
ic lawn watering and mow melting sys- 
tems Involve plumbing. 


Most of us don't think about any of it 


except when something goes wrong and 
we have to call the plumber. If he can't 
respond immediately, many of us are 
lost. 


Frank McGrath, vice president for 


American-Standard, plumbing products 
manufacturer, offers some emergency 
tips — things to do until the plumber 
comes — for the homeowner and part- 
time handyman: 


The first step in every case of plumb- 


ing failure is to Shut Off The Water Sup- 
ply. 


This requires knowing in advance the 


location of key valves — especially the 
main supply valve. It is_a good idea to 
tag them. 


Keep elementary tools on hand for mi- 


nor repairs. These include a hammer, a 
rachet type screwdriver with replaceable 
bits, slip joint pliers, adjustable 
wrenches, a plunger and a snake. 


Leaky faucets are the most common 


plumbing problem. Look for worn out 
washers as a likely cause. Replacing 
them is simple, or the difficulty can be 
eliminated by using faucets with ceramic 
discs. 


Scalding water, chemical cleaners, a 


suction cup plunger and a plumber's 


snake are recommended methods for 
opening clogged drains. If you have to 
clean out the trap or U shaped pipe be 
sure to protect eyes and hands from 
chemical cleaners. Never use a plunger 
after chemical cleaners have been used. 


If tub or sink won't hold water, inspect 


the stopper mechanism to be sure the 
drain lever engages the plunger. 


For toilets that won't flush properly, a 


simple adjustment of the handle trip 
arm, the replacement of a water hgged 
float ball or reseating a misaligned stop- 
per ball may be all that's needed. 


There are, McGrath said, other simple 


operations the handy homeowner can do 
himself. A good book and a friendly 
plumber will help. If you're not handy, a 
friendly plumber is even more impor- 
tant.

July was the first time the com- 
pany was able to nudge ahead of its 
overall results for the year, and the con- 
tinued strength of sales effort in August 


and September has held that advantage 
despite general sluggishness in the econ- 
omy. 


Robert G. Walters, vice president and 


general sales manager of the residential 
division, said that continued vigor in 
residential sales has helped offset a gen- 
erally slower pace in non-residential real 
estate activity. 


Residential sales volume hi September 


advanced 23 per cent above last year, at 
217 units against 176, while dollar volume 
climbed to $11,725,216 from $8,851,416, a 
32 per cent increase. 


For the nine months ended Sept. 30, 


the firm recorded 3,275 sales represent- 
ing $192,311,882 in volume. Year-ago pro- 
duction was 3,191 sales and $185,280,355 
in volume.

WOOD PRESERVATIVES. These are 


relatively fluid materials which pene- 
trate into the wood, leaving little or no 
film on the surface. They are usually 
very effective at resisting decay and in 
discouraging the growth of molds. Since 
shingles made of cedar are usually very 
resistant to decay, preservative treat- 
ments are required only under extreme 
conditions of weather or excessive mois- 
ture.

The buildings at Surrey Park have

It Is estimated that the monthly fee 
for maintenance, community manage- 
ment and use of recreational facilities 
will be approximately $48.50.

Looks as If there's n soot and smog 


conspiracy to mnko windows everywhere 
duK. dusty and grimy. But no woman of 
spirit Is going to glvo her family a dim 
view of things if she can help it. 


Even if you can't get at the outside of 


the windows, you can make them look a 


lot brighter by keeping the inside clean. 
To clean windows inside — and outside, 
If accessible — a spray cleaner is the 
easiest to use. Polish dry with paper tow- 
cling or, for a really high shine, with 
crushed newspapers. With a long-handled 
squeegee it's even possible to clean the 


outside of windows — by pulling the top 
down when the bottom's clean — without 
getting up on a ladder.

Inside sills 
will stay clean longer If you clean them 
with a creamy liquid wax that preserves 
the finish and helps protect against wa- 
ter spotting. 


For quick and painless cleaning of win- 


dow and door screens, get out the versa- 
tile wall washer mentioned above. The 
easiest way is to stand the screen up 
against the side of the house, spray with 
the wall washer and then hose. Before 
putting them back use the wall washer to 
clean out the window and'door grooves.

Maximum independence the goal 


Early training best for Down's children 
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(Became of an enlightened approach 


lo Down's syndrome, a growth disturb- 
ance multlng In both physical and men- 
ial handicap*, Individual* having this 
syndrome now may live up to their po- 
tential. In the ftecoml of a two-part 
K-rlei. Karen Thompson writes about 
area programs that offer hnpe lo hath 
children and parents.)

The inborn potential for growth and de- 


velopment of the Down's syndrome per- 
son Is limited. But it is possible, through 
education and training, for these persons 
to acquire the skills necessary for a ful- 
filling life. 


Their assets must be capitalized on by 


teaching that they can help themselves 
and other people. They have a lot to of- 
fer, if only society would accept their 
gilts. 


The education of Down's syndrome 


children (also children with other handi- 
caps) is. basically, divided into four 
steps: Infant stimulation (birth-3). pre- 
school and day school (3-IB), rehabilita- 
tion or babllltatlon on-tho-job workshops 
f IS and older). Job placement and living 
in the community arc the ultimate goals 
of the education process. 


THE NEW TREND In education is em- 


phasis on a structured program for hand- 
icapped Infanta beginning almost imme- 
diately after birth. It is necessary to 
teach development activities that came 
Instinctively to other children. Since 
progress is usually most rapid for Down's 
syndrome children in the early years, It 
is Important to have training early. 


The State of Illinois is required, by 


law. to provide these children with a 
public school education at age 3. Most 
parents and professionals, however, feel 
that age 3 is much too late .. . the ear- 
liei education begins, the better. 


Thus the mushrooming of Infant stimu- 


lation programs In the area. "We have 
always felt that early education was 
needed." said Peg Mundstck. day school 
coordinator at Countryside Center for the 
Handicapped in Palatine. "The sooner 
we can begin, the more help we con offer 
and the more progress we con moke be- 
fore a pattern Is set. We can help parents 
and children adjust before problems de- 
velop." 


"WE MUST LET the parent* know 


they have done the very best possible for 
their children. We must give the child 
the ddlto necessary to become a working 
person. Normality is not absolute . . . 
just because a child is retarded doesn't 


mean he can't learn the social and 
educational skills necessary for life," she 
continued. 


Infant stimulation programs arc of- 


fered at Countryside, the Ray Graham 
Association for the Handicapped in Du- 
Pagc County and at the Clearbrook Cen- 
ter for Uic Handicapped in Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


The programs are designed to teach 


the parents early developmental tech- 
niques and how to integrate the handi- 
capped child into the normal lifestyle of 
the family. Sessions, usually held twice a 
week, concentrate on touching, seeing, 
hearing and moving exercises. The chil- 
dren arc evaluated on an individual basis 
by teams of specialists including physi- 
cal therapists, social workers, speech 
therapists, psychologists and pcdiatric 
consultants. Cost for the programs Is 
minimal. 


PARENTS AUK involved in their 


child's treatment to provide "follow 
through" In the home environment. The 
programs give the children a head start 
in overcoming the problems they face. 


"Our goal is to help make these chil- 


dren as aware as possible of their envi- 
ronment," sold Sliirley Spacapan, coor- 
dinator of the Infant program at Clear- 
brook. "It doesn't come to these children 
as naturally as it docs to others." 


Special group counseling sessions for 


parents arc also arranged to help them 
understand their children. 


At ngc 3, the public school takes over 


in many cases. Children, diagnosed as 
dcvclopmcntally delayed, attend pre- 
school at the Samuel A. Kirk Center in 
Palatine. Kirk Center is part of the 
Northwest Suburban Special Education 
Cooperative serving all school districts In 
the area. Kirk is part of the public school 
system, and therefore there .is no tuition 
fee for attending. Some Down's syn- 
drome children attend classes for the 
cducablc mentally handicapped In regu- 
lar schools. 


COUNTRYSIDE Center, Ray Graham 


and Clearbrook are all private agencies 
serving children who, because of the sev- 
erity or multiplicity of their handicaps, 
are not included in the public school pro- 
gram. 


The common goal of all these pro- 


grams is to develop maximum physical 
and mental independence through social, 
emotional and intellectual growth, all 
witliln a sheltered environment. Curri- 
cula focus on development of self-help 
skills such as eating, dressing and tollot 


training; basic . communication skills; 
and appropriate social behavior.

Re- 
habilitation and habitation workshops 
operate dally at the new Clearbrook fa- 
cility in Elk Grove Village, Countryside 
and Ray Graham. 


The habllitntlon programs offer long- 


term sheltered work environments to 
serve those handicapped adults for whom 
it is felt competitive employment is not a 
realistic goal. 


The rehabilitation facilities offer shel- 


tered employment to the individuals who 
require a modified or specialized work 
environment with the primary purpose of 
later securing community job placement. 


Workers in the shop program perform 


under the guidance of trained super- 
visors and are paid for their efforts on a 
piecework basis. The workshop handles 
different types of assembly, collating, 
sorting and shipping jobs on contract 
with local business and industry. 


THE GOAL OP the workshop program 


is to help each individual achieve his 
maximum level of independence, to dc-

Doctors find hope in current research 


As stops toward greater understanding 


of the Down's syndrome person are tok- 
en by parents and educators, so arc doc- 
tors becoming more optimistic. 


"The medical profession has started to 


realize that these children aren't all alike 
in intelligence and abilities," said Dr. 
George Smith, director of genetics and 
human development at Rush-Prosby- 
tcrian-St. Luke's Hospital in Chicago. 


Dr. Smith divided research currently 


under way into the following areas: 


• What biological chemical abnormal- 


ity Is being produced by the extra 
chromosome that 1ms an adverse affect 
on those children. 


• Why the high incidence of infections 


In these children. 


• The speech problems of the Down's 


syndrome child. Tills could aid in finding 
how these children can best learn and 


retain what they learn. 


• How these children can be trained to 


bo productive in later years of life— be- 
come self-independent. 


• What factors cause these children to 


age more rapidly. 


• Why the mother's age has so much 


to do with the chances of having a 
Down's syndrome baby. 


Dr. Smith is a former research associ- 


ate at Kennedy-Gallon Hospital for the 
mentally retarded outside London. He is 
also author of books and papers on 
Down's syndrome. 


For parents who have a relatively high 


recurrence risk for Down's syndrome, fu- 
ture pregnancies can be monitored by 
chromosome studies on fetal amniotic 
cells. 


"Doctors are tending to look more 


closely at older women and suggest the 


chromosome studies," said Dr. Smith. 
"Some doctors would like to start urging 
these studies for women over 35 years 
old. We understand that the eggs In these 
women are older, but that doesn't ex- 
plain much." 


"Down's syndrome babies are born to 


mothers of all ages, even some teenage 
mothers, but when large numbers are 
analyzed, the Increase is dramatic with 
age. Women between 20 and 25 have a 
one in 2,500 chance — women over 45, 
one in 45," the doctor continued. 


Women at risk for producing a child 


with Down's syndrome include women 
over 40 years of age, women with a pre- 
vious Down's syndrome child, a pregnant 
woman affected with Down's syndrome 
herself, and parents with a 21 trisomic 
cell population and 
familial trans- 


location. 


THE FAMILY is an Integral part of

grams. Each child Is evaluated by a 
team of specialists who davise a 
treatment system to b» carried out 
both at school and at home.

In addition to work achievement, tho 


facilities offer opportunities for social In- 
teraction through dances, activity cen- 
ters, handicraft programs and parties. 


Clearbrook House In Arlington Heights 


and (ho Ray Graham community living 
facility In DuPago County, offer, for tho 
first time, a 24-hour-a-day homo of their 
own for mentally retarded adults who re- 
quire only minimal supervision. Clear- 
brook House In Arlington Heights houses 
20 mildly and moderately retarded Indi- 
viduals who are employed cither In 
Clcarbrook's Vocational Rehabilitation 
Center and Sheltered Workshop or In lo- 
cal business and Industry.

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Think 'safety' for trick-or-treaters 


Ukc so many traditions these days, 


Halloween Just "ain't what It used to 
be." Our "civilized" society has spawned 
ii number of dangers (or young trlck-or- 
trenters, which have resulted In an even 
longer list o{ recommended precautions 
from safety-minded authorities. 


There aro BO many "don'ts" that It's 


enough to dampen the spirit of any gob- 
lin and perhaps unnecessarily, since 
many ot the reports of tainted treats in 
past years have been unconfirmed. 


Nevertheless, it's probably a good Idea 


for parents to consider the following 
safety suggestions when planning their 
children's Halloween activities: 


Moke sure costumes are light, bright 


and flame resistant. A light-colored cos- 
tume decorated with reflective tape is 
considered Imperative by the National 
Safety Council If a child will be outside 


In dusk or darkness. 


WHETHER "store-bought" or home- 


made, costumes should be created out of 
flamc-rctardant materials. Look for the 
flamc-rctardanl label in commercially 
made costumes, and use flnme-retardunt 
material if making the costume at home. 
Children's flamc-rctardant nlghtwear of- 
ten makes a good baso for a costume, 
and often such a costume can be used 
after Halloween as slcepwcar. 


Cotton Is highly flammable, but can be 


made flame rctardant by dipping it into 
a solution of two quarts of warm water, 
seven ounces of borax and three ounces 
of boric acid. Wet the garment in this 
mixture, let it drip dry and then Iron. 
The treatment will last until the costume 
gets wet. 


Be sure a child can sec out of his cos- 


tume. Avoid masks.

Tips on freezing potatoes 


This Is the time of year I belabor my- 


self for not having experimented years 
ago with freezing potatoes. There are 
many letters from people wanting to 
know how to do It. One reason they write 
Is that the vast majority of freezer books 
skips over potatoes as If they didn't ex- 
ist. Can't count the number of limes I've 
called or written the experts. They cither 
have said they didn't know or promised 
to check Into It. It's been known, of 
course, that one can freeze French fries, 
mashed, baked, hashed brown nnd cubes 
of small walnut-size new potatoes, but as 
for the new, average crop almost nothing 
has been sold. 


The only counsel on the subject I can 


find says to pick smooth new potatoes 
right from the garden, wash thoroughly, 
scrape or peel, wash again, then scald 
three to five minutes according to skc. 
Then drain, cool and package for the 
freezer the same as one docs lima beans.

flashlights if they arc going out after 
dark. Do not allow very young Children 
to go out after dork, however, and'al- 
ways accompany small children on their 
rounds. Restrict their visits to nearby 
neighbors. Don't let children bicycle In 
their costumes. Review traffic safety 
with your children — looking both ways 
before crossing streets, etc. 


Instruct children to bring all treats 


home for inspection before eating. Do not 


allow them to eat any Items with loose, 
torn or disheveled wrappings, or items 
without wrappings. Cut fruit into small 
sections and inspect for needles. 


If you have doubts about the safety of 


your child trick-or-treating In your neigh- 
borhood, consider having a Halloween 
party at home for your child and his or 
her friends. 


Some safety precautions for adults to 


take: Drive extra cautiously in residen- 
tial areas during trick-or-trcatlng. Watch 
for children, especially when backing up. 
Give Individual wrapped commercial 
treats.

The afternoon begins with 


Marriage still preferred lifestyle 


Marriage Is hero to stay. 
A poll shows marriage is changing but 


that nine out of ten American women — 
and men — prefer marriage to any other 
lifestyle. 


The Roper Organization, which con- 


ducted tho Third Virginia Slims Ameri- 
can Women's Opinion Poll, said: 


"Very few members of either sex want 


to stay ilngle and atone, or live In • com- 
mune, or live with someone of the oppo- 
site MX without marrying." What's 
more, given a choice only two per cent of 
the surveyed women would pursue a ca- 
reer rather than marriage and children. 


The majority of women, however, pre- 


fer combining marriage, children, ca- 
reer. 


Thla fits with their changing attitudes 


about basic marriage. The Roper Organi- 
zation said In releasing the report in 
New York: 


"LARGE NUMBERS favor marriages 


in which wives and husbands share fi- 
nancial, home-making and child rearing 
responsibilities. This is in contrast to the 
traditional marriage where husband pro- 
vides support and wife stays home." 


Children of these women also are being 


taught sharing all kinds of work and play 
and study that once waa clearly sex-la- 
beled "hla" or "hen." 


The majority of women, for example, 


believe that chores such as lawn-mow- 
ing, laundry work and cooking should be 
done by cither boys or girls. 


Adults of both sexes approve of boys 


taking cooking classes and girls learning 
woodworking. But one in four men think 
sewing classes for boys are not good. 


Nearly one In three women — com- 


pared to one in five men — believes that 
dolls are suitable for boys and girls. 


Highlights of the survey also Include: 
• Nine out of 10 women acknowledge 


love and communication as fundamental 
in a good marriage. 


• Divorce as a solution to a bad mar- 


riage Is favored by three out of five 
women. 


Furthermore, a majority of women op- 


pose alimony when the woman can earn 
a reasonable income. 


• Women are still trying to come to 


grips with the new sexual freedom prev- 
alent among unmarrieds in society to- 
day. Approximately two out of five see it 
as a change for the worse, and nearly an 
equal number express mixed feelings. 


• By nearly three to one women op- 


pose the idea of being paid a weekly 
wage for keeping house. 


• Four out of five women say the high 


cost of living has a lot to do with the 


trend to smaller families. Nearly half of 
women today think having two children 
is ideal. Women In prime childbearing 
years (IB to 29) show the least en- 
thusiasm for large families. 


Women indicated that they want men 


to loosen up socially. They place high 
value on such traits as sensitivity and 
gentleness.

I attended Guild Players' opening 


night performance of "One Flew Over 
tho Cuckoo's Nest" with certain appre- 
hension.

And, too, timing right now is bad. It's 


impossible to ovoid comparisons

ban neighborhood at Arlington Park 
which garnered flvo Joseph Jefferson 
Awards. That's how good it was. 


But tho Guild Players manage to hit on 


the hard core significance of the mental 
hospital setting and bring out tho com- 
plexities of human nature as treated 
through the characterization of tho indi- 
vidual patients. Director Vic Slmono, 
toko a bow. 


FOR THOSE people already familiar 


with tho Ken Kcsoy work as brought to 
the stage by Dale VTasscrman, this might 
bo tho time to renew acquaintance. 
"Cuckoo's Nest" Is the kind of play you 
can mull over more than once. 


For those who have never seen It ... 


then by all means toko tho time to come 
out. You will sco not only good theater 
but the best Job done by the Guild Play- 
ers in quite some time. 


I am surprised not only by the overall 


production but also with the calibre of 
male ensemble acting.

McMurphy, tho rolo for which James Fa- 
rcntlno lost season was named best guest 
artist of tho year in Chicago, stands up 
to the test in tho makeshift staging facil- 
ities of tho Vogolci Born by imparting 
much the same foolhardy undisciplined 
personality. 


YOU SEE. IT'S necessary to believe In 


McMurphy, because underneath all tho 
flamboyancy is a simple understanding 
of his mates, something tho hospital can- 
not therapcutlcally manufacture. 


Having entered tho hospital off a 


trumped up medical report so he can 
skip out on tho work load of his prison 
sentence, McMurphy is not a mental 
case, not until society pulls tho rug out 
and imposes restrictions that rob a per- 
son of dignity, self-assurance and ulti- 
mately freedom. 


With tho right amount of give and 


take, there is laughter to "Cuckoo's 
Nest" along with the tears. McMurphy

man devoid of all self-confidence. It is 
through subtle inferences that Bollyn ex- 
tends Hardlng's personality. 


Tim Fielding, on the other hand, has 


the opposite challenge, to turn on the ex- 
treme eccentricity of his character, 
Scanlon, who is busy making a bomb to 
blow up the entire world. It's a comical 
character he cuts, a welcome relief to 
many of the scenes, though Fielding 
must concentrate on distinguishing his 
words. His style is great. It's just hard to 
hear him. 


And Wayne Dickson as Chief Bromden 


shows society's compulsive strength to 


crush and hurt when feeling threatened, 
he completely withdraws. 


Iris Tompkins from all outward ap- 


pearances makes a hateful Nurse Hat- 
ched, though she makes it much too easy 
for us to side with the patients, condemn 
her and walk away feeling only too smug 
ourselves. 


HATCHED REPRESENTS society luid 


unfortunately honestly feels what she is 
doing is right and best for the patients. 
Unfortunately Miss Tompkins fails to 
bring out this aspect of her role with a 
. too narrow interpretation.

71, Hudson, N.Y. 12534) has a trans- 
planting trowel, a hot bed wcedcr and a 
brltv hook, all unique tools, and each un- 
der $6. And no weed can hide from a 
gooseneck hoe. 


A double-ended wldgcr (for pricking 


out), a vino scissors for house plants, a

one-handed knife — you can hold the vic- 
tim with your other hand — and a 31-inch 
flower gatherer, so you can prune with- 
out reaching over an obstacle, are a few 
other practical gadgets. 


I AM OFTEN annoyed when I want to 


use the outside water outlet, but have to 
disconnect and re-connect the hose all 
tho time. Nicke's Y-Shut-off Connection 
has dual couplers, so the hose can be 
connected to one, leaving the other free 
to fill a bucket or whatever.

If tho tax break for gardeners goes 


into law, you'll be seeing a lot more 
people turning over the sod for tomatoes.

spectacular food with ingredients at hand. As our food 
prices climb, a look at this old and renowned cuisine gives 
us some practical ideas. Clearly it's time for creative, 
innovative solutions. E,ven if familiar standbys are given 
up. The old saying "necessity is the mother of invention" 
may mean many of us will learn to be better and more 
versatile cooks. 


Selected here are three elegant, low-cost breads asso- 


ciated with French cooking. Both the brioche and the Baba 
are batter breads, which means no kneading. They are 
beautiful baked in their classic shapes, but molds or pans 
of comparable size work as well. The croissants are more 
involved, but with these easy and complete directions you 
will be delighted with your new know-how. Each bread is 
done in a variety of ways so you can select the one that 
fits your needs. 


BRIOCHE 


Makes 1 large or 8 individuals or 32 miniatures

Tom Jacobson of Elk Grove Village Is 


one who not only appreciates taste, but 
has cultivated a deft hand at preparing 
Chinese cuisine. 


He was Introduced to this art about ten 


years ago and Its Intricacies posed a 
challenge to .him. Tom had always en* 
joyed Chinese-food, and slowly began to 
develop a repertoire of recipes that has 
now become quite extensive. 


The cuisine of China, like Its art and 


culture, is a harmonious relationship of 
contrasts, explained Tom. A properly 
planned Chinese meal will not have a 
main course, but Instead a succession of 
Individual dishes served separately re- 
flecting contrasting flavors and textures. 
The Chinese do not serve individual por- 
tions, but rather large platters which ev- 
eryone is expected to taste. 


A typical dinner would Include at least 


ona meat, one fish and one poultry dish 
complemented with vegetables and rice. 
Soups, especially light broth, are served 
throughout the meal, while heavier 
soups, such as wonton, are served In the 
middle or near the end of the dinner. 


Tom's wife, Lee, appreciates his Chi- 


nese dinner parties because she Is free to 
relax and enjoy their guests. She dresses 
in a klmona, as do their daughters Tc- 
reso Anne, 15, Mary Kay, 12, and Kir- 
stcn, 10, who help serve the hors 
d'ocuvrcs. Along with conventional cock- 
tails, Tom has sakl martinis available, 
and ho usually .serves three appetizers 
such as back ribs, egg rolls and shrimp 
balls. 


A prolonged cocktail hour cannot bo 


permitted with a Chinese meal because It 
Is Imperative that the chef schedule 
preparation and culmination of each dish 
on an organized basis. Tom often spends 
eight hours In the tedious preparation of 
meat, vegetables and sauces prior to a 
party, but the cooking Is quick to Insure 
crispy vegetables and maximum flavor. 
Thus the chef's seat at the table is by 
necessity unoccupied, because as the 
guests cat one dish, the chef Is blending 
sauces and ingredients for the next 
course. 


THE STin.FrtY method of cooking In 


oil used In Chinese recipes can be 
achieved In an electric skillet as well as 
a wok. The oil should be drained off be- 
tween various cooking tasks to avoid 
building up Its Intensity and distorting 
the flavor of the food. Tom feels It is an 
absolute must to clean up often between 
courses for good organization. 


His culinary Bible Is "The Art of Chi- 


nese Cooking" by the Benedictine Sisters 
of Peking, China. Tom has also acquired 
many other recipes which ho modifies to 
suit his taste. 


The universal favorite appetizer to set 


the stage for a Chinese feast is back ribs. 
Tom combined several recipes to achieve 
the desired results. He marinates baby 
back ribs In a combination of orange 
marmalade, soy sauce, garlic, ginger 
root and sherry wine for several hours 
before baking. It Is a simple method and 
always a success. 


Although Tom altered tho Benedictine 


Sisters' Peking Walnut Chicken recipe, It 
is similar to tho dish served Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger on his first visit to 
China. Tho blandness of this dish Is off- 
set by the spicy flavor of Blnck Bean 
Garlic Shrimp. The shrimp nlso com- 
plements Cantonese Beef and Onions, a 
mellow harmony of tender sirloin steak 
and onion rings delicately seasoned. 


For dessert Tom suggests Shanghai 


Strawberries Tempurn. which Is more or 
less his own Invention. He coats fresh 
berries with n light tempuru batter, then 
deep fry* them on each side just until tho 
coaling is crispy and tho berries barely 
warm. The secret to n very light batter 
Is using ico cold water which makes It 
lumpy. This delicate offering Is topped 
with sweet sherry sauce. 


An assistant to the vice president of 


sales for Hclncmann's Bakery, Tom 
finds cooking more relaxing than any 
other hobby. It Is an avocation that 
brings pleasure to all members of tho 
family which, in addition to the Jacob- 
sons' three daughters. Includes son Tom, 
16. Leo is always n willing assistant In 
clean-up chores after Tom's culinary 
ventures. Her specialties arc Italian 
dishes, and tho menu rotates between the 
two when the Jacobsons entertain. 


CHINESE HACK ItlllS 


3 to -I pounds St. Louis- 


stylo baby back ribs 


8 ounces orange marmalade 
8 ounces Klkkomnn Soy Sauco 
3 garlic cloves, chopped fine 
2 tablespoons fresh 


ginger root, grated

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Consider cost per serving of meats 


Getting the most for your beef buying 


dollar moans more than considering tho 
cost per pound. How much you get for 
your money, tho eating quality of the 
meat and how much work you have to 
put into its preparation and cooking arc 
all important considerations. 


Smart shoppers buy meat according to 


its cost per serving, tho quality grade 
and how It is going to bo prepared. 


Different beef cuts hnvc varying per- 


centages of fat and bone. Each one 
doesn't necessarily provide the same 
number of servings per pound. Some cuts 
with higher costs per pound provide 
more servings per pound which makes 
the cost per sen-ing more comparable to 
lower priced cuts. The cost per serving 
isn't listed on tho label even though it's a 
more accurate indication of how much 
you get for your money. 


IN ORDER to compute the cost per 


serving of any cut, you need to know how 
many servings to expect from a pound of 
each different retail cut. 


Here's tho average number of 3 ounce 


servings per pound of popular beef cuts 
computed by the National Livestock and 
Meat Board. 


Two servings per pound: porterhouse 


steaks, T-bono steaks, top loin (club) 
steaks, rib steaks and roasts, chuck 
steaks and blade chuck and arm chuck 
roasts. 


Two and one-half servings per pound: 


sirloin steaks and boneless chuck roasts. 


Three servings per pound: rib eye

Divide tho approximate number of

THE TOP THREE USDA grades of 


beef arc prime, choice and good. 


Prime, the highest grade available, of- 


fers the ultimate in tenderness, juiciness 
and flavor. It has abundant marbling — 
flecks of fat within the lean — which en- 
hances flavor and juiciness. 


Choice beef, commonly found in super- 


markets, is also tender, juicy and flavor- 
ful. It has slightly less marbling than 
prime but is still of high quality.' 
'Good grade beef often pleases thrifty 
consumers because it is usually more 
loon than prime or choice. It is only 
slightly less tender than choice, but be- 
cause it has less marbling, it lacks some 
of tho juiciness and flavor of higher 
grades. 


Some cuts arc much easier and quick- 


er to cook than others. If your time is 
valuable, spend it wisely. Consider the 
amount of time and effort you put into 
cooking each cut properly. 


GENERALLY BEEF cuts can be di-

Add the minced onion, garlic, and gin- 


ger to tho pan and cook stirring con- 
stantly and vigorously, until golden.

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Consumers battle rising food costs 


by GAYNOR MADDOX 


The steadily rising cost of food Is forc- 


ing most Americans to alter their eating 
habits. As meals In most homes arc ad- 
justed to the increased costs, resentment 
grows or Indifference sets in. But the 
changes go on whether we like It or not. 
In the family budget there Is usually only 
the same amount of money (actually less 
because of dollar devaluation) for much 
costlier familiar food Items. Problems? 
Yes. the nation's number one nightmare 
Is Inflation. 


"Who can you trust today?" asks 


Christine Pines, a business executive and 
mother with a husband, a son, 17, and a 
college-age daughter to feed. She lives in 
Port Washington, N.Y., and she says she 
puts the blame for higher prices half on 
supermarket and half on food growers. 


"Actually, under pressure, we are find- 


Ing we actually don't need as much meat 
as we thought. For example, wo use 
more ogg», more chicken, more bean 
dishes. We have just begun to use soy- 
beans and rather like them." 


"Horrible." That's the way Ruth Lund- 


grcn looks at the situation. She runs her 
own business and has two sons, one in 
college and the other just entering' (both 
nre now at home), and a housekeeper to 
buy food for. But she refuses to give-up 
moat regardless of rising cost. She cuts 
down on other tilings. She does admit 
that she and her friends entertain less 
and also much less elegantly. She has 
cut out all luxuries in daily menus such 
as bakery cakes and desserts, many car- 
bonated drinks and out-of-season vege- 
tables. But meat she and the boys want. 
And they get it — "moat one night, the 
next night chicken." 


"I don't like to be taken." That's the 


way Anita Flal of Roslyn, N.Y., feels 
about supermarket prices. She has an ex- 
ecutive job in Manhattan and goes home 
nightly to feed four hungry people — a 
son, daughter, husband and herself. 


"I never saw so many yards of 


chopped steak in my life. But we do have 
chicken fairly often. Flank steak — the 
lean flat type, particularly large pieces, 
two pounds or more, saves money and 


tastes good. And the large size leaves 
some for next day. That's important for 
lunch. Another way I also save Is by cut- 
ting up my own chickens rather than 
buying them cut up. This saves six cents 
a pound, on a three-pound chicken that is 
18 cents." 


Here arc views of two women who live 


alone: Marjoric Woodard of Virginia is a 
retired widow on a fixed income and Be- 
verly Spcrry, a secretary, 24, lives in 
Now York. Miss Sperry feeds herself, 
watching a particularly strict diet, and 
feeds a cat and a dog. 


"Prices are terrifying," exclaims Mar- 


jorie Woodard. "I ate steak last night for 
the first time in two months. I live al- 
most exclusively on chicken. I can buy 
one for $1.28 and get four meals from it." 


SHE COMMENTS on women in super- 


market who pick up meat packages, look 
at the price, then put the packages back. 


Then she watches them buy macaroni or 
spaghetti, dried beans or creamed soups. 
The result is they are putting on weight. 
It comes down to the problem of.eating 
more carbohydrates or starving for 
some, despite the calories. 


"Awful simply awful" is the way Be- 


verly Sperry characterizes the cost of 
food. "I must live on protein — little or 
no corbohydrates since I have hypogly- 
cemia. So I go out to Chinese restaurants 
for dinner once in a while and it costs 
around $5.1 carry lunch to the office in a 
tin lunchbox. I used to buy lunch for 
around $3. But no more. I like to have a 
dinner at home that takes less than a 
minute to prepare and fits into my diet. 
That means cold sausage, eggs, tuna 
fish, maybe a tiny piece of steak. Oh, 
yes, once a week I buy myself a few 
shrimp. I love them."

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You may not need vitamins

Hero Is an economy tip for these times 


of inflation: Many families seeking to cut 
food costs may have overlooked the fact 
that vitamin pills and supplements also 
cost more money. The question Is, arc 
you sura you need these expensive items 
for your health? 


Many don't consider this at all. For 


example, a relative of mine dashed into 
Macy's in New York and flopped a $20 
bill onto the counter. He demanded $20 
worth of vitamins. The clerk asked what 
kind. Ho merely shook his head. "Any 
kind. I don't want my kids to get any 
colds this winter," he replied. 


His Intentions were good but he showed 


total ignorance of vitamins. Did he con- 
sider what kind of food his family was 
eating? That knowledge would tell 
whether or not his children need any of 
tht many synthetic vitamins. Ho did not 
know that tho bulky but unvaried food 


they ate would not guarantee them the 
natural vitamins they needed. 


People who eat milk, cheese, eggs, 


meat, fish, poultry, vegetables, fruits an- 
dceroal regularly cat what is called a 
balanced diet — tho best guarantee of 
getting all he body's needed nutrients. 


THERE IS A new book just published 


which actually discussed vitamins and 
supplements with intelligence and under- 
standing. Written by Erwin Dl Cyan, 
Ph.D., an experienced drug consultant, 
the book is well-praised by competent nu- 
trition judges for Its common sense ap- 
peal. Dr. Di Cyan's attitude on the need 
for supplemental vitamins In many cases 
differs to a degree from that of other 
specialists in this field. 


Ho defines a vitamin as a member of a 


group of chemicals or certain organic 
substances which is found In minute 
amounts In various foodstuffs. He said it 
is indlspcnslble to normal metabolism

Disgruntled Illinois Republican con- 


gressional candidates have used White 
House leverage In connection with Presi- 
dent Ford's Chicago appearance tonight 
to force release of much-needed cam- 
pnlgn money by the United Republican 
Fund. 


Republican Congressmen drew the 


White House Into a continuing dispute be- 
tween United Republican Fund officials 
and GOP candidates nearly two months 
ago, The Herald learned Wednesday. 


The congressmen — who were con- 


cerned abut'a lack of campaign funds for 
George Burdltt, the GOP candidate for 
U.S. Senate, and for the Cook County 
ticket - Informed the White House the 
fund had not guaranteed distribution of 


tonight's dinner receipts to the candi- 
dates. 


A LETTER, -from U.S. Rep. Robert 


Michel, R-18thP to Dean Burch, Ford's 
political strategist, said "we expected a 
substantial amount raised to go to Bur- 
dltt and to county candidates and not to 
administrative expenses next year," U.S. 
Rep. John Erlcnborn, R-14th, said. 


The letter was written after a delega- 


tion meeting in Washington "six or seven 
weeks ago," U.S. Rep. Edward Derwinski 
R-4th, said. Derwinski added that an ad- 
ditional protest letter was sent to URF 
officials. 


"We didn't think they should be raising 


money two weeks before the election for 
administration. We wanted the money to 
go to the campaign," Erlenborn said. . 


Ford, who will attend the group's 40th 


anniversary, $250-a-plate dinner at the 
Conrad 
Hilton Hotel 'tonight, never 


threatened to cancel a campaign stop in 
Chicago. But officials were told the Pres- 
ident might bypass the dinner to attend a 
Cook County Central Committee dinner if 
funds to the candidate were not guaran- 
teed. 
' 


ADDED PRESSURE to release the 


funds came from U.S.' Sen. Charles Per-. 
cy, R-II1., who attended a meeting be- 
tween the group's officials and GOP lead- 
ers in Chicago In late September. 


After the meeting, Percy said the Re- 


publican group would release $65,000 to 
the county central committee for adver- 
tising. 


More than $100,000 was received from 


the fund last.month, The Herald learned. 


Burditt received an additional $5,000 and 
a pledge fdr $20,000 more: 


The central committee Immediately 


purchased more than 340 radio com- 
mercials and newspaper advertisements 
that will begin this week. 


"You could say that the White House 


was very surprised that the dinner funds 
were not pledged to.the candidates," an- 
other GOP source said. 


"The White 'House just presumed that 


two weeks before the election, fund-rais- 
ing money would go to the campaign." 


JOHN VAN ZANDT, a spokesman for 


the fund, said the private, fund-raising or- 
ganization "is not releasing where the 
funds have gone. The only reason we're 
collecting money is to support the Re- 
publican slate." 


Van Zandt refused to estimate profits, 


from the dinner and refused to discuss 
ticket sales.. 


County and state candidates were criti- 


cal of the group* in September for reluc- 
tance to commit funds from-the>'dinner 
until after Ford appeared. Some •Officials 
suggested the group was "selling .the tick- 
et .down the river" and other candidates 
said release of funds,after the dinner 
would not allow time to purchase adver- 
tisements. 


Burditt called in September for a ma-

$850,000 addition 
at Stevenson High 


A classroom addition that would ac- 


commodate about 300 additional students 
has been approved for Stevenson High 
School by the High School Dlst. 125 
Board o( Education. 


The cost for the addition Is estimated 


at $830,000 said Ed Ellis, business man- 
agcr. The Icntativo completion date Is 
September 1076. 


Currently Stevenson has about 1,150 


students with an enrollment over 1,400 
expected by the 1076-77 school year. 


Funds for construction of the addition 


were approved In tho 1070 referendum 
that provided $3 million for two addi- 
tions. The first addition was completed 
thrco years ago and Includes classrooms, 
a swimming pool, Industrial arts rooms 
and a gymnasium. 


The board has asked tho architectural 


f i r m of Erlckson, Krlstmann and 
Stlllwaugh Inc., Park Ridge, to present a 
proposal for the addition's architectural 
work. The firm constructed tho first ad- 
dition and provided features that could 
bo expanded Into the new addition. 


Tho addition will bo constructed on tho 


southwest corner of tho school adjacent 
to tho science and foreign language 
areas. The two-story addition will have 
about 24,000 square feet of floor space. 


The board also Is considering recom- 


mendations presented by Paul Kern, as- 
sistant superintendent, about the pro- 
posed curriculum of the Lake County 
Vocational High School. 


Last December, Dlst. 125 residents 


voted to support a vocational center for 
Lake County. The school Is scheduled to 
open in tho fall of 1975 as a supplemental 
high school with classrooms and equip- 
ment for vocational education classes. 
Students will continue to take academic 
courses and physical education at their 
regular high school. 


Kern recommended that Stevenson ex- 


pand Its current vocational curriculum to 
I n c l u d e electronics, building-trade 
courses, additional data processing and 
small appliance repair so students going 
to tho vocational high school will have 
the proper background for advanced 


courses in these areas. 


Stevenson currently offers graphic 


arts, power mechanics, auto tune-up and 
diagnosis, chassis and ride control design 
and drafting, technical drafting, archi- 
tectural drafting, modclmaklng, child de- 
velopment, child core, food preparation, 
food-service management, computer and 
secretarial courses. 


The board also decided to vote against

Arlington also has longer hours 
and large parking facilities. 


A survey by The Herald of persons us- 


ing the library backs Bullen's statement. 


"It's much bigger, it has many more 


resources," said Tim Howard, 3700 Dove 
Ln, Rolling Meadows, a student. "The 
Rolling Meadows library is not complete 
enough with their magazines. And they 
let me use my card here," he added. 


"It has a much better selection than 


what we have in Palatine. I'm really in- 
terested in antiques," said Mrs. Lee Che- 
ney, 471 Burno Dr., Palatine. But she 
added that Palatine also will have a good 
library when its new building is com- 
pleted. 


There is no charge for residents to use 


any library within the North Suburban 
Library System providing the library in 
their town is a member of the system. 


While the out-of-town borrowers may 


take up seating and parking facilities at 
tho Arlington library, the library Is reim- 
bursed SO cents for each item it loans to 
nonresidents over the number of items 
its residents borrow from other libraries. 
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During the first six months of this year, 
Arlington received $16,000 in reimburse- 
ment money from the North Suburban 
s y s t e m , Executive Librarian Frank 
Dempsey said. 


Reciprocal borrowers are a factor in the 


Arlington library board's plans for ex- 
pansion in the near future, but a small 
one, Board President Richard Frisbie 
said. 


"THERE IS A LOT of reciprocal bor- 


rowing, but not to the point that the li- 
brary is being expanded for that rea- 
son," Frisbie said. 


According to Illinois Library Assn. 


standards, libranes should have a cer- 
tain amount of space and a certain num- 


ber of materials for their population. The 
present library is designed for a popu- 
lation of 80,000, Frisbie said, but village 
statistics say that the village will have

"Reciprocal borrowers intensify seat-

Illinois Senate: 1st District 
'Fair' realty tax, school funding still on Sen. Glass' mind

The Issues haven't changed much for 


State Sen. B r a d l e y M. Glass, 
R-Northfleld, since ho first ran for the 
1st District Senate scat two years ago. 


He still Is seeking a uniform state real 


estate tax to equalize funding for local 
school districts, and served on the con- 
ference committee that attempted to me- 
diate the debate over tho multiplier. 


He said his bill protected the schools 


and other taxing bodies tills year by 
guaranteeing they would got no less than 
what they had levied, while freezing the 
multiplier for only one year, so It will 
have to be considered again. 


"It seems to mo a statewide system of 


assessment, done right, could eliminate 
the multiplier," Gloss said. He hopes 
education quality will not depend on the 
assessed valuation of a district because 


districts vary so widely in Illinois. With a 
state assessment program, state aid 
could even out the inequities, he said. 


GLASS SUCCEEDED with two bills es- 


tablishing school bus safety standards. 
"My two school bus bills were the most 
important legislation I sponsored this 
year," ho said. 


Although federal standards arc in the 


works, Glass said, "I felt there was a lot 
the state could do." Ho said the state can 
step up the deadlines requiring scatbclts, 
additional exterior safety flashers, other 
equipment and refresher courses for 
drivers, for example. His bills mode the 
standards applicable to all school buses, 
public or private, and provided that 
regulations of the superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction or tho Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation will have tho force of 
low, and could be enforced by all police 
agencies. 


Political science professor 
Richard S. Hartigan ready 
to 'get into the trenches'

Richard S. Hartlgan wants to practice 


what he has been preaching for the last 
13 years as a professor of political sci- 
ence. 


Hartlgan, 38, of Glcnvlcw, Is a member 


of the faculty of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, and ho Bays ho has been telling his 
students for years, "tho way to bring 
about change in politics is to get Into the 
trenches." 


Change la sorely needed, Hartlgan be- 


lieves, and ho wants to get Into the 
trenches by defeating Republican State 
Sen. Bradley M. Glass and going to 
Springfield as senator from the 1st Legis- 
lative District of Illinois. 


AS A STUDENT of International, na- 


tional and local politics and government, 
Hartigan takes an ecumenical view of 
the rolo of legislators. 


"Legislators from Chicago and the sub- 


urbs should be concerned about tho pro- 
duction of soybeans and coal In Down- 
state Illinois," ho soys. 


Similarly, "Citizens of tho 1st Legisla- 


tive District ore residents of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago, and there is no reason to 
hesitate about cooperating with tho pow- 
cr-thal-bc in Chicago to accomplish what 
is needed." 


But Hartlgan ndds. tho first responsi- 


bility of a legislator Is to servo his con- 
stituents, and government functions best 
when its control Is kept close to home. 


AMONG OTHER things, Hartlgan has 


blasted Glass for his co-sponsorship of 
legislation which preempted local licens- 
ing of some 28 professions under the 
home-rule provisions of tho new state 
constitution. 


Following passage of that legislation, 


Hartigan said, "Onco again, the Down- 
state Republican majority has caucused 
and our North Shore interests have been 
Ignored, because Sen. Glass Is either 
mute or Indifferent to the entreaties of 
tho elected and appointed city and vil- 
lage officials of Glen view, Evanston, and 
other home rule areas. Sen. Glass has 
heard their protests and has obviously 
chosen to Ignore them, with what has be- 
come familiar political arrogance." 


BUT WHILE HE opposes "big govern- 


ment" generally, Hartlgan says there 
are areas whore tho state must act to 
overcome problems which cannot be han- 
dled by municipalities. 


Ho faults a "lack of imagination" on 


tho part of Glass nnd other legislators 
for failure to prepare a regional planning 
and zoning master plan for northern nil- 
nob, for lack of a comprehensive plan 
for mass transportation In the metropoli- 
tan area, and other shortcomings.

AFTER ASSIGNMENT to the energy 


crisis subcommittee of the Agriculture, 
Conservation and Ecology Committee, 
Glass was a sponsor of a bill providing 
$70 million for research into the better 
use of coal, an extensive natural re- 
sourca of Elinois. The committee created 
the Illinois Energy Resource Commission 
and Glass was named to it. 


The research money will be spent over 


several years, probably in conjunction 
with federal studies, to find a way to 
mine coal efficiently and burn It cleanly. 
"It would be a shot in the arm for the 
state economy and fuel situation," he 
said. 


Glass said he may re-Introduce a mea- 


sure making a 5-ccnt deposit mandatory 
on all beverago containers in Illinois as 
part of a metal and glass beverage con- 
tainer recycling program. 


His original bill, patterned after an 


Oregon law, was defcted. But Glass said 
the Oregon program now appears to be 
successful. Recycling saves 25 to 30 per 
cent of the energy required to produce a 
new container, he said. 


GLASS ALSO IS concerned about in- 


creasing state participation in pension 
funds for its employes. He said he was a 
strong supporter of "full-funding" of pen- 
sions, which actually amount to about 60 
per cent, he said. Increases were vetoed 
this year by Gov. Daniel Walker. On tho 
basis of the State Constitution, Glass 
said, ho voted "no" on the provision that 
would have allowed state employes con- 
victed of felonies to receive their pen- 
sions. 


Gloss said he supports tho principle of 


collective bargaining for all state em- 
ployes, but opposes their right to strike. 


Ho said he doesn't see bills dealing 


with collective bargaining passing in the 
near future. In most of the labor propos- 
als, Gloss said, "I have to classify my- 
self on tho side of management. Labor 
already has some strong spokesmen and 
I think a friendly business climate in nil-

nois is advantageous for everyone." 


GLASS SAID HE ALSO hopes for 


"meaningful tax relief" in the future. "I 
hope we could at least hold the line," he 
said. He thinks the state income tax has 
turned out pretty well, and would prefer 
to see relief from sales tax on food and 
drugs, if the state can afford it. 


Some of Glass' time is spent on the 


handgun study commission, and he said, 
"I think we need some regulations, per- 
haps prohibiting the use of concealable 
weapons. A federal regulation would be 
even more effective." 


A lifelong resident of the 1st District, 


Gloss, 43, resides in Northfield and is vil- 
lage attorney for Palatine. 


GLASS SUPPORTED the original Re- 


gional Transportation Authority bill, al- 
though he also pushed for some of the 
protective amendments that were sub- 
sequently signed into law by Walker. 


He received tho Illinois Outstanding 


Freshman Senator award in his first two- 
year senate term, and now seeks a four- 
year stint in Springfield. Glass is a grad- 
ate of the University of Michigan School 
of Law and is a partner In the law firm 
of Littlejohn, Glass and McCarthy. He 
served six years on his local school 
board and has participated in several 
community agencies. He also is a direc- 
tor of the Committee on Lake Michigan 
Pollution.

Wheeling Village Pres. Ted Scanlon 


said Wednesday he likes the idea of di- 
viding the village into nldcrmanlc dis- 
tricts and would like to become a full- 
time mayor, but thinks tho village should 
hold off a while. 


At the same time, Scanlon denied a re- 


port that he intends to resign as village 
president, with Trustee William Heln 
being named as his successor. 


About two weeks ago, Trustee John 


Koeppen proposed dividing tho village 
into electoral districts, saying It would 
provide better representation. Under the 
present at-large system, four of six 
trustees, including Koeppen, come from 
tho same area. 


WHEN ASKED about Kocppcn's pro- 


posal Scanlon said, "I don't think the 
people are ready for it. Right now the six 
trustees are working together for the 
good of the village and I don't think it's 
necessary to change. 


"I think when the village reaches a 


population of 25,000 and becomes a home- 


Zoners to urge 
variation OK 
for Ideal Co. 


The Wheeling Zoning Board will rec- 


ommend that the village grant a vari- 
ation so the Ideal Cabinet Co. Inc. does 
not hove to move a sawdust collector in- 
stalled in violation of village ordinances. 


Zoning board members last month said 


they were concerned that the sawdust 
collector would block fire equipment 
from the rear of the property. They said 
they would not approve the variation until 
the firm got a letter from the fire chief 
saying the piece of machinery would not 
obstruct fire equipment. 


David Bryant, the firm's attorney, said 


his clients were not aware the sawdust 
collector was in violation of village ordi- 
nances until it was pointed out to them 
by a village inspector. 


Officials of the cabinet company said 


moving the collector would be costly and 
asked for the variation so it could be 
kept at its present location. 


The firm makes wooden cabinets and 


the sawdust collector is required by the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


The request for the variation now will 


be considered by the village board.

He says the 
current pay of $17,500 per year would be 
adequate for him, though he would con- 
tinue to engage in academic seminars 
and lecturing, which ho estimates might 
cam him about $1,600 per year. 


FURTHER, he would like to sec all 


public officeholders limited to 10 years In 
office. "The argument about people ma- 
turing in office is nonsense," ho says. 
"Seniority In office simply allows me- 
diocrity to decline." 


A 10-year limit would force out the me- 


diocre, and require the talented to seek 
higher office, Hartlgan says. 


After 15 years of political study, Hart- 


lgan sums up his findings: "Tho profes- 
sion of politics requires a very special 
blend of creative talents. Tho ideal pub- 
lic servant must know when to lead, 
when to follow. He or she must think as 
an Idealist, yet bo able to walk the sensi- 
tive line of tho pragmatist. The ideal 
public servant must be imaginative, pro- 
gressive, willing to fight for change yet 
recognize that change con disturb, dis- 
rupt and destroy. Change 'must bo 
planned, studied. Change must anticipate 
the needs of all who may bo affected."

"The only way they will 
get me out is if they carry my body out. 
I would have to die before I would give 
up this job," he said. 


"I HAVE MADE NO deals and intend 


to stay in office for the rest of my term 
and am considering'the possibility of go- 
ing for another term after that," Scanlon 
said. 


If the village chose to incorporate as a 


city, there is a possibility the terms of 
Scanlon, Trustees William Hein and Don- 
ald Jackson would be dissolved and they 
would have to run for the newly-estab- 
lished aldermanic seats. 


"Right now this thing is hung up in the 


statutes and a lot of things have to be 
clarified before the village can do any- 
thing," Scanlon said. "All I know now is 
that my term and the terms of Trustees 
Hein and Jackson will not expire until 
1977." 


Scanlon said, however, if the form of 


government is changed and the law 
states that his term would be dissolved, 
"I would accept that."

Disgruntled Illinois Republican con- 


gressional candidates have used White 
House leverage in connection with Presi- 
dent Ford's Chicago appearance tonight 
to force release of much-needed cam- 
paign money by the United Republican 
Fund. 


Republican Congressmen drew the 


White House Into a continuing dispute be- 
tween United Republican Fund officials 
and GOP candidates nearly two months 
ago, The Herald learned Wednesday. 


The congressmen — who were con-, 


ccrncd abut a lack of campaign funds for 
George Burdltt, the GOP candidate for 
U.S. Senate, and for the Cook County 
ticket — informed the White House the 
fund hod not guaranteed distribution of 


tonight's dinner receipts to the candi- 
dates.\ LETTER, from U.S. Rep. Robert 
Michel, R-lBth, to Dean Burch, Ford's 
political strategist, said "we expected a 
substantial amount raised to go to Bur- 
dltt and to county candidates and not to 
administrative expenses next year," U.S. 
Rep. John Erlenborn, R-14th, said. 


The letter was written after a delega- 


tion meeting in Washington "six or seven, 
weeks ago," U.S. Rep. Edward Derwinskl 
n-ltli, said. Derwinskl added that an ad- 
ditional protest letter was sent to URF 
officials. 


"We didn't think they should be raising 


money two weeks before the election for 
administration. We wanted the money to 
go to the campaign," Erlenborn said. 


Ford, who will attend the group's 40th 


anniversary, $250-a-plate dinner at the 
Conrad 
Hilton Hotel tonight, never 


threatened to cancel a campaign stop in 
Chicago. But officials were told the Pres- 
ident might bypass the dinner to attend a 
Cook County Central Committee dinner if 
funds to the candidate were not guaran- 
teed. 


ADDED PRESSURE to release the 


funds came from U.S. Sen. Charles Per- 
cy, R-I11., who attended a meeting be- 
tween the group's officials and GOP lead- 
ers In Chicago In late September. 


After the meeting, Percy sold the Re- 


publican group would release $65,000 to 
the county central committee for adver- 
tising. 


More than $100,000 was received from 


the fund last month, The Herald learned. 


Burditt received an additional $5,000 and 
a pledge for $20,000 more. 


The central committee immediately 


purchased more than 340 radio com- 
mercials and newspaper 
advertisements 


that will begin this week. 


"You could say that the White House 


was very surprised that the dinner funds 
were not pledged to the candidates," an- 
other GOP source said. 


"The White House just presumed that 


two weeks before the election, fund-rais- 
ing money would go to the campaign."

the fund, said the private, fund-raising or- 
ganization "is not releasing where the 
funds have gone.

Van Zandt refused to estimate profits 


from the dinner and refused to discuss 
ticket sales.

Strategy begins 
to keep streets 
open in winter

The weather and Jack Andrews have a 


healthy respect for each other. 


As Elk Grove Village's superintendent 


of public works, his job Is to keep tho 
village's 100 miles of streets open, what- 
ever the weather. 


"Right now, our department Is In the 


midst of plotting our winter strategy," 
Andrews said. "If It sounds like a foot- 
ball play, In a way It Is." 


"Depending on what equipment and 


manpower Is available during a snow 
storm, different plans are put into effect 
to clear streets," he said. 


TUB DEPARTMENT Is In tho process 


of mounting salt spreaders and plows on 
available equipment. 


"We are also negotiating with local 


contractors to see If they are Interested 
In accepting an agreement to keep por- 
tions of our Industrial park clear of 
snows," Andrews said. 


The department expects a new plow 


and truck to be delivered in 60 days. 


"If we could time the first snowfall to 


coincide with our final preparations, 
things would be great," Andrews said. 


"Streets and water department person- 


nel man plows when streets need to be 
cleared," he added. "Some training of 
crews can take place during good weath- 
er but most of the training Is done on the 
job. 


"Regardless of what It looks like, we 


don't just send a man out aimlessly trav-

cling around town shoving snow around." 


Elk Grove Village residents can help 


the department keep streets open in the 
winter. Andrews offered the following 
suggestions: 


• Don't park on the streets when it 


looks like it might snow, and especially 
when snow fall measures two inches. 


• When you plow out your own drive- 


way, don't push the snow out Into the 
street. Pile It on the sides of the drive or 
in the parkway. 


• Don't place garbage cons too close 


to curbs during the winter. Plows won't 
hit the cans but the wave of snow from a 
plow will knock them over and sometimes 
knock them into the streets. 


• Don't follow salt spreaders or plows 


too closely. Stay 30 feet back of the 
equipment. Salt may damage a car finish 
and snow plows make sudden stops. 


Andrews said Elk Grove Village will 


use liquid chloride in Its street salting 
program for the first time this winter. 


The solution acts as a catalyst when 


mixed with the salt and allows the salt to 
work at lower temperatures, he said. 


Andrews added that the new method 


should save salt and result in drier 
streets. Last winter the department 
spread 1,400 tons. 


said Wednesday it has no plans to use 
Elk Grove Village water to serve the 
whole pioserve. 


"They couldn't furnish enough water if 


we wanted it and wo unequivocably don't 
want It, or intend to use the villages' wa- 
ter for more than the rangers' station or 
othe1' small service areas," Janura said. 


Janura said the agreement between 


the village and the district is in substance 
no different than similar contracts be- 
tween (he district and other commu- 
nities. 


"We recently negotiated a similar 


agreement between DCS Plaines and us, 
giving us free water for the North West 
Woods preserve ranger's station and vva- 
trr fountains in exchange for easement 
rights." he said. 


"The agreement with Elk Grove does 


give us the right to a free tap on in the 
future but certainly not to serve the win- 
ter recreation complex," Janura said. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT said the 


district will use existing creek water re- 
set voirs and lakes to supply the ski hill 
with water for snowmaklng if necessary. 


Chcrnlck voted with other trustees to 


approve the agreement but said he did it 
reluctantly, disagreeing with the con- 
tentions of other trustees and Village 
Atty. Edward Hoferl that the contract 
limits the district's use of water. 


Hofcrt said the contract specifies the 


free water supply shouldn't exceed 
200,000 gallons, giving the village the 
right to charge for water used beyond 
that amount. He added that the village 
also could refuse to supply an excessive 
amount of water. The attorney said the 
contract was subject to Interpretation. 


Chcrnlck maintained the lack of specif- 


ic controls In the agreement concerned 
him. "I'd rather see a contract that 
plainly says we can limit the future de- 
mands," he said. 


Chernick said he was not concerned 


with the free water for the rangers' sta- 
tion. "That's only about $70 to $85 dollars 
'a year and about what on average 
home uses. It's the future I'm worried 
about," he said.

Many out-of-towners use village library 


An average of 
320 residents of 


neighboring suburbs me the Arlington 
Heights Memorial Library each week, 
according to a recent survey. 


The survey by Roger Pearson, a library 


science student, showed most of the out- 
of-towncrs were from Mount Prospect, 
Palatine, Railing Meadow's and Buffalo 
Grovo. 


But the uso of the Arlington Heights 


facility by nonresidents is expected to de- 
crease when new library buildings arc 
constructed in Palatine and Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Mount Prospect is seriously considering 


a new library, and Palatine's new two- 
story facility should be ready by next 
summer. Robert Bullcn of the North Sub- 
urban Library System, an organization 
of 31 suburban libraries who share recip- 
rocal borrowing privileges, sold that new 
libraries probably will bring their pa- 
trons home and case some of the con- 
gestion at the Arlington Heights library. 


KKCII'ltOCAL BORROWERS choose 


the Arlington Heights Library because of 
its handsome facilities and wide selec- 
tion. Bullcn said. Also, many nonresi- 
dents live closer to the Arlington library 
than they do to their own suburban li- 


braries. Arlington also has longer hours 
and large parking facilities. 


A survey by The Herald of persons us- 


ing the library backs Bullcn's statement. 


"It's much bigger, it has many more 


resources," said Tim Howard, 3700 Dove 
Ln., Rolling Meadows, a student. "The 
Rolling Meadows library is not complete 
enough with their magazines. And they 
let me use my card here," he added. 


"It has a much better selection than 


what we have in Palatine. I'm really in- 
terested in antiques," said Mrs. Lee Che- 
ney, 471 Burno Or., Palatine. But she 
added that Palatine also will have a good 
library when Its new building is com- 
pleted. 


There Is no charge for residents to use 


any library within the North Suburban 
Library System providing the library in 
their town Is a member of the system. 


White the out-of-town borrowers may 


take up seating and parking facilities at 
the Arlington library, the library is reim- 
bursed 50 cents for each item it loans to 
nonresidents over the number of items 
its residents borrow from other libraries. 
During the first six months of this year, 
Arlington received $16,000 in reimburse- 
ment money from the North Suburban 


s y s t e m , Executive Librarian Frank 
Dcmpscy said. 


Reciprocal borrowers arc a factor in the 


Arlington library board's plans for, ex- 
pansion in the near future, but a small 
one, Board President Richard Frisbie 
said. 


"THERE IS A LOT of reciprocal bor- 


rowing, but not to the point that the li- 
brary is being expanded for that rea- 
son," Frisbie said. 


According to Illinois Library Assn. 


standards, libraries should have a Cer- 
tain amount of space and a certain num- 
ber of materials for their population. The 
present library is designed for a popu- 
lation of 80,000, Frisbie said, but village 
statistics say that the village will have 
83,000 residents by 1980. 


"Reciprocal borrowers intensify seat- 


ing and parking problems, undeniably," 
Frisbie sold. But shelf space for books 
and materials is very tight, a situation 


• that is independent of the number of out- 
of-towners using the library, he said. 


Between 4,500 and 4,800 Arlington 


Heights residents use the library each 
week, Adult Services Librarian Jay Lar- 
son estimates. The Arlington library cir- 
culates 800,000 materials each year, mak- 
ing it the third busiest library in Illinois.

Young people in trouble need to be In- 


stilled with a feeling of self-respect and 
personal dignity say officers in the DCS 
Plnlncs Police Dcpt. Youth Division, 
who use this principle as their primary 
wcrklng tool. 


"Wo never want to take away a per- 


sou's dignity and wo believe the best way 
to treat youngsters is \\lth under- 
standing." said Sgt. Kenneth Frcdricks, 
head of the division. "We believe in 
being honest with joung people because if 
they don't trust >ou. you have more 
problems." 


Frcdricks said his department, which 


includes officers Ron Adams, Bill Tarvcr 
and James Plckcll, deal* with all types 
of problems Involving young people. 


YOUNG PEOPLE AllE Involved in the 


sjmc crimes as adults, Fredricks said, 
including burglaries, robberies and nar- 
cotics offenses. The youth division exists 
because laws distinguish between the pen. 
allies for adults and minors. Frcdricks 
said. 


"The law differs for minors to protect 


both children and the community," Fred- 
ricks said. He said a major distinction in 
the law Is that minors arc not subject to 
bond. 


Frcdricks said his department works 


closely with other community agencies in 
dealing with young people under the age 
of 17. "We hiuc a good rapport with the 
school* and churches which Is very Im- 
portant because their cooperation in 
dealing with young people is invaluable 
to our office." 


Sources which the department uses as 


referral agencies include the Salvation 
Army, Maine Township Mental Health 
Center, clergymen, school counselors and 
school psychologists, Frcdricks said. 
When children will not conform after re- 
ceiving help, the department's only re- 
course Is to refer them to the juvenile 
courts, Fredricks said. 


"Our failures ore those we have to re- 


fer to court," Frcdricks said. "Our suc- 
cesses arc t'tosc young people who go on 
to become good citizens, and although we 
all enter this field hoping we can save 
c\cry kid (hot walks In here, we know 
that can't happen and wo have to be sat- 
isfied with a percentage." 


FREDRICKS SAID MANY times ills 


department's greatest problem U in deal- 
ing with parents of young people In 
trouble because they refuse to admit 
their child may have a problem. 


"Sometimes our more difficult prob- 


lems are dealing with parents, but a ma- 
jority of them do try to do what's best 


for their children. We understand their 
concerns because wo know that youth of- 
ficers ore handling the most prized pos- 
session a parent owns," 


Frcdricks said his men arc well 


trained and equipped to deal \\ith young 
people. "There's no specializing in this 
department because I want these men to 
be capable of handling all types of situ- 
ations."

The department 
also sponsors a boys' club which meets 
twice a week and includes about 100 
members.

Tho 1971 referendum included a school 


planned for the western section and 
passed by n.two to one margin, Deputy 
Supt. Joseph Kiszka said. 


Whlteley outlined the problems In de-

the district could predict accurately how 
many students would live in housing de- 
velopments.

Hoffman Estates 
may add property 
sales tax Jan. 1 


A tax of approximately one-tenth of t 


per cent on all property sales in Hoffman 
Estates is expected lo go Into effect Jan. 
1. 


The tax on real estate sales would re- 


quire persons buying in the village to 
pay a tax according lo the sale price of 
the property. The revenue would go into 
the village's general funds. 


Tho real estate transfer tax, as it is 


called, apparently would be the first of 
Its kind in the suburban area. It would be 
patterned almost exactly after one Im- 
posed by Chicago last January. 


THE TAX HAS BEEN considered by 


Hoffman Estates since January when It 
was proposed by Trustee Ralph Lycrla 
but final action on the plan now may be 
Imminent. 


The village board finance committee 


Tuesday reviewed a draft of the pro- 
posed ordinance and will present the 
document for a first reading to the whole 
board Monday. 


According lo the proposed ordinance, 


the tax would be charged against the 
buyer of a home, store, Industry or prop- 
erty In the village by the following sched- 
ule: 


• Less than $10,000, a $3 tax. 
• $10,000.01 to $13,000. a $10 tax. 
• $15,000.01 to $20,000, a $15 tax. 
• $20.000.01 to $23,000, a $20 tax. 
• $23,000.01 to $30,000, a $25 tax. 
• $30,000.01 to $33,000, a $30 tax. 
• $33,000.01 to $40,000, a $40 tax. 
• $40,000.01 to $43,000, a $45 tax.

• $45,000.01 to $50,000, a $50 tax. 
• Sales of more than $50,000 would car- 


ry the $50 charge plus any fraction over 
that according to the rate scale. A 
$60,000 sale therefore would carry a $55 
tax. 


An automatic lien against the property 


would be imposed if the tax were not 
paid. 


UPON PAYMENT OF the tax, a 


.stamp would be placed on the property 
deed filed with the County Recorder's of- 
fice in Chicago. Village Mgr. George 
Longmcycr told the committee the 
recorder's office has indicated it would 
work with the village to enforce the act, 
although by law the office Is not required 
to do so. 


Tho cooperation of the recorder's office 


had been a critical consideration because 
enforcement of the village tax would be 
difficult If the office accepted deeds lack- 
Ing the village stamp. 


Longmcycr said the village also could 


make use of a daily log issued by a Chi- 
cago firm 
listing property 
transac- 


tions to ensure the tax is being applied 
by real estate brokers. 


The village stamp would be in addition 


to state stamps costing $1 per $1,000 of 
property valuo which also are required 
of the seller.

In thu west section of the district, White- 
ley said. Kiszka said one development, 
Westbury, will contain 4,472 living units, 
and another development, by Centex 
Homes Corp., will contain about 345 
units. 


Because of the state of the economy,

Mrs. Slater said she felt Lambert has 


done "much for the village" but said the 
believes the developer should be willing 
to contribute. 


An attorney representing Lambert em- 


phasized that economic feasibility is 
greatly Influenced by the number of units 
that can be constructed on valuable land. 


He said Lambert has pledged to pay 


half of the developer's contributions to 
the village amounting to $10,000 each to 
the police and fire departments. The de- 
velopment would consist of four 10-story, 
fourteen 5-story, five 4-story, and twenty- 
five 2-story buildings. 


The developers have not indicated 


whether the units will be for rent or for 
sale.

Ford tells GOP: free campaign funds 


PRESIDENT FORD 


by AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Disgruntled Illinois Republican con- 


gressional candidates have used White 
House leverage In connection with Presi- 
dent Ford's Chicago appearance tonight 
to force release of much-needed cam- 
paign money by the United Republican 
Fund. 


Republican Congressmen drew the 


White House Into a continuing dispute be- 
tween United Republican Fund officials 
and GOP candidates nearly, two months 
ago, The Herald learned Wednesday. 


The congressmen — who were con- 


cerned abut a lack of campaign funds for 
George Burdltt, the GOP candidate for 
U.S. Senate, and for the Cook County 
ticket - Informed the White House the 
fund had not guaranteed distribution of 


•tonight's dinner receipts to the candi- 
dates. 


A LETTER, from U.S. Rep. Robert 


Michel, R-lBth, to Dean Burch, Ford's 
political strategist, said "we expected a 
substantial amount raised to go to Bur- 
dltt and to county candidates and not to 
administrative expenses next year," U.S. 
Rep. John Erlenborn, R-Uth, said. 


The letter was written after a delega- 


tion meeting in Washington "six or seven 
weeks ago," U.S. Rep. Edward Denvlnskl 
R-4th, sold. Derwlnskl added that an ad- 
ditional protest letter was sent to URF 
officials. 


"We didn't think they should be raising 


money two weeks before the election for 
administration. We wanted the money to 
go to the campaign," Erlenborn said. 


Ford, who will attend the group's 40th 


anniversary, $250-o-plate dinner at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel, tonight, never . 
threatened to cancel a 'campaign stop In , 
Chicago. But officials were told the Pres- , 
tdent might bypass the dinner to attend a 
Cook County Central Committee dinner if 
funds to the candidate were not guaran- 
teed: 


ADDED PRESSURE to release the, 


funds came from U.S. Sen. Charles Per-' 
cy, R-I1I., who attended a meeting be- 
tween the group's officials and GOP lead- 
ers in Chicago in late September. 


After the meeting, Percy said the Re- 


publican group would release $65,000 to" 
the county central committee for adver- 
tising. 


More than $100,000 was received from 


the fund last month, The Herald learned. 


Burdltt received an additional $5,000 and 
a pledge for $20,000 more. ' 


The central committee immediately 


purchased more than. 340 radio com- 
mercials and newspaper advertisements 
that will begin this week. 


"You could say that the White House 


was very surprised that the dinner funds 
were not pledged to the candidates," an- 
other GOP source said. 


"The White House just presumed that, 


two weeks before the election, fund-rais- 
ing money would go to the campaign." 


JOHN VAN ZANDT, a spokesman for 


the fund, said the private, fund-raising or- 
ganization "is not releasing where the- 
funds have gone. The only reason we're 
collecting money is to support the Re- 
publican slate." 


Van-Zandt refused to estimate profits 


from the dinner and refused to discuss 
ticket sales. 


County and state candidates were criti- 


cal of the group In September for reluc- 
tance to commit funds from the dinner 
until after Ford appeared. Some officials 
suggested the group was "selling the tick- 
et down the river" and other candidates 
said release of funds after the dinner 
would not allow time to purchase adver- 
tisements.

of Rolling Meadows have lost population. 


In areas where apartments are concen- 


trated, population has increased in every 
cose except Whispering Glen Apart- 
ments, formerly Meadow Trace.

A LETTER, from U.S. Rep. Robert 


Michel, R-18th, to Dean Burch, Ford's 
political strategist, said "we expected a 
substantial amount raised to go to Bur- 
dltt and to county candidates and not to 
administrative expenses next year," U.S. 
Rep. John Erlenborn, R-14th, sold. 


The letter was written after a delega- 


tion meeting In Washington "six or seven 
weeks ago," U.S. Rep. Edward Derwinski 
IMth, said. Derwinski added that an ad- 
ditional protest letter was sent to URF 
officials. 


"We didn't think they should be raising 


money two weeks before the election for 
administration. We wanted the money to 
go to the campaign," Erlenborn said. 


Ford, who will attend the group's 40lh 


anniversary, $250-a-plate dinner at the 
Conrad 
Hilton Hotel tonight, never 


threatened to cancel a campaign stop in 
Chicago. But officials were told the Pres- 
ident might bypass the dinner to attend a 
Cook County Central Committee dinner if 
funds to the candidate were not guaran- 
teed. 


ADDED PRESSURE to release the 


funds came from U.S. Sen. Charles Per- 
cy, R-I11., who attended a meeting be- 
tween the group's officials and GOP lead- 
ers in Chicago in late September.

ence on possible ways to reduce van- 
dalism will be discussed in more detail. 


The suggestions Included: 
• Lower the curfow one hour; 
• Keep the schools open for recrea- 


tional use In the summer and continue 
the extended hours In the winter; 


• Hire a full-time probation officer 


and social worker for the Palatine Police 
Dcpt.: 


• Create mini-teen centers throughout 


the township; 


• Adopt an ordinance fining parents of 


juveniles found guilty of violating the 
curfew or vandalism; 


• Increase police patrol of areas with 


a high Incidence of vandalism; 


• Construct "graffiti!" boards where 


juveniles can write; 


• Establish homeowner patrols to dis- 


courage and report vandalism; 


• Create a restitution work program 


tor juveniles found guilty of vandalism; 


• Conduct a campaign to inform resi- 


dents about toe Increase in vandalism and 
its costs. 


Reported cases of vandalism for the 


first nine months of 1074 have totalled 
322, exceeding the 506 cases reported In 
all of 1073. Property damage in 1973 
caused by vandalism was estimated at 
$43,384 and Is expected to jump at least 
$3,000 tills year, Stern said. 


Through July there had been 114 arrests 


of juveniles for vandalism. Of the arrests, 
03 per cent were boys, all between 13 and 
17 years of age and 89 per cent were first 
arrests.

night club license.

municipalities and establish a fee for 
Palatine. 


The ordinance establishing an enter- 


tainment license and fees is expected to 
be approved by the village board at its 
Monday meeting at the Slade Street Fire 
Station, 117 W. Slade St. 


Currently, there is no licensing of live 


entertainment In the village. The pro- 
posed licensing procedure would give the 
village board control of the types of en- 
tertainment In restaurants and taverns 
serving liquor because any change in the 
form of entertainment would require the 
application for a new license.

Future filings will be required on May 1 
and changes in financial status would 
have to be filed within 60 days of any 
change. 


FAILURE TO file a form or fraudu- 


lent filing of a form would be a mis- 
demeanor carrying a maximum penalty 
Of $500. 


Stern said the village board may con- 


sider a code of conduct ordinance that 
would coll for immediate expulsion of ap- 
pointed and elected officials violating the 
village's ethics legislation. 


The task force will review a final draft 


of the proposed ordinance at an 8 p.m. 
meeting Wednesday at village hall, 54 S. 
Brockway St., before referring It to the 
village board.

Winston Knolls 
area school plan 
still uncertain

Officials of Palatine-Rolling Meadows 


Olst. IS have told Winston Knolls home, 
owners that plans for building a school In 
their neighborhood an still uncertain. 


Supt. Frank Whlteley told more than SO 


members of the Winston Knolls Home- 
owners Assn. gathered in the Hoffman 
Estates Village Halt Tuesday that the 
Dlst. IS Board of Education soon will de- 
cide whether to build a new elementary 
school to serve the Winston Knolls area. 


. 
Voters approved $3.8 million In bonds 


In 1971 for construction of two elementa- 
ry schools but the district has delayed 
building the schools until enrollment pat- 
terns become clear. 


Whlteley said ho expects the board lo 


decide by Jan. 1 whether, to build a 
school In the western section of the dis- 
trict. 


PARENTS FROM the Hoffman Estates 


subdivision have asked the Dlst. 15 board 
for several years to construct a school in 
their neighborhood. Most of the children 
from Winston Knolls are bused to Hunt- 
Ing Ridge School in Palatine. Some fifth 
and sixth graders go to Pleasant Hill 
School, in Palatine, and some kindergar- 
ten students go to Paddock School and 
Jordan School, both in Palatine. 


The 1971 referendum Included a school 


planned for the western section and 
passed by a two to one margin, Deputy 
Supt. Joseph Kiszka said. 


Whlteley outlined the problems in de- 


termining future enrollment that contin- 
ue to plague the board In making its de- 
cision. 


There was a time, Whlteley said, when 


the district could predict accurately how 
many students would live In housing de- 
velopments. That day Is gone, he said. 
"You gals discovered the Pill," Whlteley 


Board puys off firm 
for sports complex 


The Palatine Park Board authorized a 


final payment to the Warchol Construc- 
tion Co. for completion of the Blrchwood' 
Park Sports Complex and outdoor swim- 
ming pool. 


A final payment of $4,800 will be Issued 


to the construction company with a cer- 
tificate of completion after the park dis- 
trict's attorney has reviewed and ap- 
proved the final waivers for the project. 


Warchol is being paid a total of 


$623,000 for the construction of the 
$923,000 Blrchwood project. The complex, 
on a 12-acre lot at 43$ W. Illinois Ave., 
has been under construction for 20 
months. 


The cost of the complex was Included 


in an October 1972 referendum for $1.4 
million which also included the devel- 
opment of eight parks, a bicycle trail, a 
maintenance garage and lighting for 
park district tennis courts. 


The park board has refused several 


payments to the contraction company in 
the past because the company failed to 
complete several parts of the project. 


Parks to sponsor 
car rally for students 


The Palatine Park District will spon- 


sor a car rally Nov. 10 at 1 p.m. at 
Blrchwood Park. 


The event Is limited to all high school 


students who have a valid driver's li- 
cense, state plates, village stickers, proof 
of insurance and proof of a current high 
school registration. 


The rally is a test of the driving skills 


and not a race. Two high school students 
must be in each registered car. 


Registration wlli be on weekdays from 


9 a.m. to noon and from 1 to 4 p.m., at 
Blrchwood Park, 43S W. Illinois Ave., be- 
tween Monday and Nov. 9. There will be 
a $3.50 entry fee per car. Participants 
will meet on the day of Die rally in the 
Blrchwood Park parking lot at 12:30 p.m. 


Awards will bo presented to the first, 


second, and third place drivers. 


said, and ''quite frankly all our statistics 
went to hell." 


IN PAST YEARS, enrollment In Dlst. 


15 climbed about 600 students a year and 
peaked in 1972 with 12,217 students. It 
has now declined to 11,972 students. 


New housing developments are one of 


the biggest factors affecting enrollment 
In the west section of the district, White- 
ley said. Kiszka said one development, 
Wcstbury, will contain 4,472 living units, 
and another development, by Centex 
Homes Corp., will contain about 345 
units. 


Because of the state of the economy, 


Whlteley said developers are uncertain 
when the housing will be built or if it will 
be built at all. "If a depression should 
occur I think it Is apparent that building 
construction will slow down even more," 
he said. 


THE BOARD'S decision also will be 


complicated by Inflation, said Whlteley. 
When the referendum to build the school 
was passed officials Included a 30 per 
cent inflation factor to cover increases in 
construction costs. 


"Inflation has Increased twice that 


fast," Whlteley said. 


The board also will have to consider 


what will happen to enrollment in the 
district's existing schools if a new school 
opens, Whlteley said. About half the stu- 
dents at Hunting Ridge now come from 
Winston Knolls. Although the school is 
overcrowded, it could be hurt if all the 
Winston Knolls students were pulled out. 


Finally, the district still doesn't know 


v/hcthor It will ever qualify for state 
funds to construct new schools. Right 
now It is number 57 on a state priority 
list for funds, Whlteley said. 


ALTHOUGH BUILDING a school in 


the western section is still uncertain, offi- 
cials showed the homeowners some pre- 
liminary floor plans, stressing that they 
are just administrative designs and have 
not been seen by the board of education. 


The plans arc for a kindergarten- 


through-slxth-gradc school with a capac- 
ity of about 900 students. 


The two-story building Includes two 


kindergarten rooms, a multipurpose 
room which would serve as a cafeteria 
seating 300 children, an instructional mu- 
sic room, gymnasium, and resource cen- 
ter in the center of the building. 


Whlteley said if the board does decide 


to construct a new school, it will take 
about 18 months to build. 


Board lo seek state 
funds for high school 


The High School Dial. 211 Board of 


Education has agreed to move ahead in 
seeking state funds for construction of its 
sixth high school. 


The board voted Monday to authorize 


school administrators to work with the 
Illinois Capital Development Board In 
seeking approval of $4.8 million in state 
funds. The money would be used to build 
the district's sixth school scheduled to 
open in 1977 north of the Winston Park 
subdivision in Palatine. 


Voters approved about $6.5 million in 


bonds for the sixth school In a referen- 
dum last week. If the state funds are 
approved the district will not sell about 
$5 million In bonds for the new school. 


The 
Illinois Capital Development 


Board has given conditional approval. 
The project must now be approved by 
other state agencies including the Bu- 
reau of the Budget and the governor's 
office. 


Dist. 211 plans to let bids for the proj- 


ect In November and December. 
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PADDOCK ELEMENTARY SCHOOL in Palatine 
has a different look this year. The school's library 
and reading center received a complete remodel- 


ing and expansion over the summer. Two office 
areas wore eliminated by knocking out one wall. 


Books are now on opan stacks making them mora 
accessible. 


Many out-of-towners using library 


An average of 
350 residents of 


neighboring suburbs use the Arlington 
Heights Memorial Library each week, 
according to a recent survey. 


The survey by Roger Pearson, a library 


science student, showed most of the out- 
of-towners wore from Mount Prospect, 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows and Buffalo 
Grovo. 


But the use of the Arlington Heights 


facility by nonresidents is expected to de- 
crease when new library buildings are 
constructed in Palatine and Mount Pros- 
pect.

Mount Prospect is seriously considering 


a new library, and Palatine's new two- 
story-facility should be ready by next 
summer.'Robert Sullen of the North Sub- 
urban Library' System, > an organization 
of 31 suburban libraries who share recip- 
rocal borrowing privileges, said that'new 
libraries probably will bring their pa- 
trons home and ease some of the con- 
gestion at the Arlington Heights library. 


RECIPROCAL BORROWERS choose 


the Arlington Heights Library because of 
its handsome facilities and wide selec- 
tion, Sullen said. Also, many nonresi- 
dents live closer to the Arlington library 
than they do to their own suburban li- 
braries. Arlington also has longer hours 
and large parking facilities. 


A survey by The Herald of persons us- 


ing the library backs Bullen's statement. 


"It's much bigger, it has many more 


resources," said Tim Howard, 3700 Dove 
Ln.,' Rolling Meadows, a student. "The 
Rolling Meadows library is not complete 
enough with their magazines. And they 
let me use my card here," he added. 


"It has a much better selection than 


what we have In Palatine. I'm really in- 
terested in antiques," said Mrs. Lee Che- 
ney, 471 Burno Dr., Palatine. But she 
added that Palatine also will have a good 
library when its new building is com- 
pleted. 


There is no charge for residents to use 


any library within the North Suburban 
Library System providing the library in 
their town is a member of the system. 


While the out-of-town borrowers may 


take up seating and parking facilities at 
the Arlington library, the library is reim- 


bursed 50 cents for each item it loans to 
nonresidents over the number of Items 
its residents borrow from other libraries. 
During the first six months of this year, 
Arlington received $16,000 in reimburse- 
ment money from the North Suburban 
s y s t e m , Executive Librarian Frank 
Dcmpsey said. 


Reciprocal borrowers are a factor in the 


Arlington library board's plans for ex- 
pansion in the near future, but a small 
one, Board President Richard Frisble 
said. 


"THERE IS A LOT of reciprocal bor- 


rowing, but not to the point that the li- 
brary is being expanded for that rea- 
son," Frisbie suid. 


According to Illinois Library. Assn. 


standards, libraries should have a cer- 
tain amount of space and a certain num- 
ber of materials for their population. The 
present library is designed for a popu- 
lation of 80,000, Frisbie said, but village 
statistics say that the village will have 
83,000 residents by 1980. 


"Reciprocal borrowers intensify seat- 


ing and parking problems, undeniably," 
Frisbie said. But shelf space for books 
and materials is very tight, a situation 
that is independent of the number of out- 
of-towners using the library, he said. 


Between 4,500 and 4,800 Arlington 


Heights residents use the library each 
week, Adult Services Librarian Jay Lar- 


son estimates. The Arlington library cir- 
culates 800,000 materials each year, mak- 
ing it the third busiest library in Illinois.

Disgruntled Illinois Republican con- 


gressional candidates have used White 
House leverage in connection with Presi- 
dent Ford's Chicago appearance tonight 
to force release of much-needed cam- 
paign money by the United Republican 
Fund. 


Republican Congressmen drew the 


White House into a continuing dispute be- 
tween United Republican Fund officials 
and GOP candidates nearly two months 
ago, The Herald learned Wednesday. 


The congressmen — who were con- 


cerned abut a lack of campaign funds for 
George Burdltt, the GOP candidate for 
U.S. Senate, and for the Cook County 
ticket — informed the White House the 
fund had not guaranteed distribution of 


tonight's dinner receipts to the candi- 
dates. 


A LETTER, from U.S. Rep. Robert 


Michel, R-18th, to Dean Burch, Ford's 
political strategist, said "we expected a 
substantial amount raised to go to Bur- 
riltt and to county candidates and not to 
administrative expenses next year," U.S. 
Rep. John Erlenborn, R-14th, said. 


The letter was written after a delega- 


tion meeting in Washington "six or seven 
weeks ago," U.S. Rep. Edward Derwinski 
R-4th, said. Derwinski added that an ad- 
ditional protest letter was sent to URF 
officials. 


"We didn't think they should be raising 


money two weeks before the election for 
administration. We wanted the money to 
go to the campaign," Erlenborn said. 


Ford, who will, attend the group's 40th 


anniversary, $250-a-plate dinner at the 
Conrad Hilton »Hotel tonight, never 
threatened "to cancel a campaign stop in 
Chicago. But officials were told the Pres- 
ident might bypass the dinner to attend a 
Cook County Central Committee dinner if 
funds to the candidate were not guaran- 
teed.

ADDED PRESSURE to release the 


funds came from U.S. Sen. Charles Per- 
cy, R-I1L, who attended a meeting be- 
tween the group's officials and GOP lead- 
ers in Chicago in late September. 


After the meeting, Percy said the Re- 


publican group would release $65,000 to. 
the county central committee for adver- 
tising. 


More than $100,000 was received from' 


the fund last month, The Herald learned. 


Burdltt received an additional $5,000 and 
a pledge for $20,000 more. 


The central committee immediately 


purchased more than 340 radio com- 
mercials and newspaper advertisements 
that will begin this week. 


"You could say that the White House 


was very surprised that the dinner funds 
were not pledged to the candidates," an- 
other GOP source said. 


"The White House just presumed that 


two weeks before the election, fund-rais- 
ing money would go to the campaign." 


JOHN VAN ZANDT, a spokesman for 


the fund, said the private, fund-raising or- 
ganization "is not releasing where the 
funda have gone. The only reason we're 
collecting money is to support the Re- 
publican slate." 


Van Zandt refused to-estimate profits 


from the dinner and refused to discuss 
ticket sales. 


County and state candidates were criti- 


cal of the group in Septembcrifor reluc- 
tance to commit funds from the, dinner 
until after Ford appeared. Some' officials 
suggested the group was "selling the tick- 
et down the river" and other candidates 
said release of funds after the dinner 
would not allow time to purchase adver- 
tisements. 


Burditt called in September for a ma-

She plans meals for 2,000 every day

The thought of planning meals for 2,000 


youngsters would stun even the most 
strong-hearted nomemakcr. 


For Barbara Oehl. lunch program di- 


rector for the River Trails Dlst. 28, It's a 
dally occurrence. 


Mrs. Ochl's duties range from purchas- 


ing food for the program to supervising 
distribution of the lunches to tho dis- 
trict's seven schools and a neighboring 
parochial school. Tho meals are pre- 
pared In a central kitchen at River 
Trails Junior High School. 


TUB DISTRICTS prepackaged lunch 


program Is unique to tho area, Mrs. Oehl 
said, noting that tho program Is more 
economical than installing kitchens In 
each school. 


"We don't have to equip or staff each 


school — everything operates at a lower 
cost," she said. 


Lunches — consisting of a cold pack 


(fruit, Jcllo, cookies, etc.) and a hot pack 
(hamburger, turkey and other main 
courses) — are prepared in the mornings 
at the kitchen. Tho meals are then dis- 
tributed to schools where the hot packs 
arc warmed up in ovens. 


"Wo try to make meals as fresh as we 


can. Wo prepare tho hot packs tho day 
before but cold packs are always assem- 
bled in the morning," she said. "There 
arc drawbacks because it's not as fresh 
as straight from tho oven but we think It 
works well." 


LIKE OTHER lunch program direc- 


tors, Mrs. Oehl must contend with the 
often finicky tastes of children. 


"Tho number of children buying lunch 


varies with the menu," she said. "On the 
days we have pizza, we might have 2,000 
kids. On other days, we might only have 
BOO." 


Mrs. Oehl tries to anticipate tho de- 


mand for meals but said that she's never 
sura how many children will be buying 
hot lunches until mldmornlng. 


"Wo rarely have any leftovers — we 


usually sell anything extra to tho junior 
high kids," she said. "Last week we had 
100 extra hamburgers — by tho end of 
lunch we only had one left." 


Stocking the kitchen is another prob- 


lem faced by Mrs. Oehl, who has to con- 
tend with salesmen pushing "specials" 
as well as lato deliveries of government 
commodities. 


"I SEE IS salesmen a week. Some- 


times they try to push an Item that's 
popular In another district but wouldn't 
go over here," she said. "Some kids 
might like chile in another district but 
our kids don't. I never buy anything tho 
kids don't like." 


Surplus foodstuffs — given to tho dis- 


trict by the federal government — also 
cause problems for tho lunch program 
director. 
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delivery came within two weeks of each 
other — it's incredible how full the freez- 
er is," she said. "I'm frantically trying 
to plan the next month's menu around 
the stuff in the freezer." 


Despite tho minor crisis that occasion- 


ally crop up, Mrs. Oolil manages to turn 
out dally lunches with a minimum of 


confusion. She smiles wryly, however, 
when she recalls how a dclivcryman's 
accident put an end to a hard morning's 
work. 


"It was the man's first day on the job 


and he spilled all the lunches at one of 
the schools," she said. "The poor man 
never came back."

Many out-of-towners use village library 


An average of 350 residents of 


neighboring suburbs use tho Arlington 
Heights Memorial Library each week, 
according to a recent survey. 


The survey by Roger Pearson, a library 


science student, showed most of the out- 
of-townors were from Mount Prospect, 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows and Buffalo 
Grovo. 


But tho use of the Arlington Heights 


facility by nonresidents Is expected to de- 
crease when new library buildings ore 
constructed In Palatine and Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Mount Prospect Is seriously considering 


a now library, and Palatine's now two- 
story facility should be ready by next 
summer. Robert Bullcn of the North Sub- 
urban Library System, an organization 
of 31 suburban libraries who share recip- 
rocal borrowing privileges, said that now 
libraries probably will bring their pa- 
trons homo and ease, some of the con- 
gestion at tho Arlington Heights library. 


RECIPROCAL BORROWERS choose 


the Arlington Heights Library because of 
its handsome facilities and wide selec- 
tion, Bullcn said. Also, many nonresi- 
dents live closer to tho Arlington library 
than they do to their own suburban li- 
braries. Arlington also has longer hours 
and largo parking facilities. 


A survey by The Herald of persons us- 


ing tho library backs Bullcn's statement. 


"It's much bigger, it has many more 


resources," said Tim Howard, 3700 Dove 
Ln.. Rolling Meadows, a student. "Tho 
Rolling Meadows library is not complete 
enough with their magazines. And they 
let me use my card hero," he added. 


"It has a much better selection than 


what wo have In Palatine. I'm really In- 
terested in antiques," said Mrs. Lee Che- 
ney, 471 Burno Dr., Palatine. But she 
added that Palatine also will have a good 
library when Its now building is com- 
pleted. 


There Is no charge for residents to use 


any library within tho North Suburban 
Library System providing the library In 
their town is a member of tho system. 


While the out-of-town borrowers may 


lake up seating and parking facilities at 
the Arlington library, the library Is reim- 
bursed SO cents for each item it loans to 
nonresidents over tho number of items 
Its residents borrow from other libraries. 
During tho first six months of this year, 
Arlington received $16,000 in reimburse- 
ment money from tho North Suburban 
s y s t e m , Executive Librarian Frank 
Dcmpscy said. 


Reciprocal borrowers are a factor In the 


Arlington library board's plans for ex- 
pansion In tho near future, but a small 
one, Board President Richard Friable 
said. 


"THERE IS A LOT of reciprocal bor- 


rowing, but not to tho point that the li- 
brary is being expanded for that rea- 
son," Friable said. 


According to Illinois Library Assn. 


standards, libraries should have a cer- 
tain amount of space nnd a certain num- 
ber of materials for their population. The 
present library Is designed for a popu- 
lation of 80,000, Frlsblc said, but village 
statistics say that the village will have 
83,000 residents by 1980. 


"Reciprocal borrowers Intensify scat- 


ing and parking problems, undeniably," 
Frlsblc said. But shelf space for books 
and materials Is very tight, a situation 
that is independent of the number of out- 
of-towncrs using the library, he said. 


Between 4,500 and 4,800 Arlington 


Heights residents use the library each 
week, Adult Services Librarian Jay Lar- 
son estimates. The Arlington library cir- 
culates 800,000 materials each year, mak- 
ing it tho tlilrd busiest library in Illinois.

Ford tells Gt)P: free campaign funds 


PRESIDENT FORD 


by AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Disgruntled Illinois Republican con- 


gressional candidates have used White 
House Icvcraga In connection with Presi- 
dent Ford's Clilcngo appearance tonight 
to force release of much-needed cam- 
paign money by the United Republican 
Fund. 


Republican Congressmen drew the 


White House Into a continuing dispute be- 
tween United Republican Fund officials 
and GOP candidates nearly two months 
ago, The Herald learned Wednesday. 


Tlic congressmen — who were con- 


cerned abut a lack of campaign funds for 
George Burdltt, the GOP candidate for 
U.S. Senate, and for the Cook County 
ticket — informed the White House the 
fund had not guaranteed distribution of 


tonight's dinner receipts to the candi- 
dates. 


A LETTER, from U.S. Rep. Robert 


Michel, R-iath, to1 Dean Burch, Ford's 
political strategist, said "we expected a 
substantial amount raised to go to Bur- 
dltt and to county candidates and not to 
administrative expenses next year," U.S. 
Rep. John Erlenborn,'R-14th, said. 


The letter was written after a delega- 


tion meeting in Washington "six or seven 
weeks ago," U.S. Rep. Edward Derwinski 
n«U1i, said. Derwinski added that an ad- 
ditional protest letter was sent to URF 
officials. 


"We didn't think thoy should be raising 


money two weeks before the election for 
administration. We wanted the money to 
go to the campaign," Erlenborn said. 


Ford, who will attend the group's 40th 


anniversary, $250-a-plale dinner at the 
Conrad 
Hilton Hotel tonight, never 


threatened to cancel a campaign stop in 
Chicago. But officials were told the Pres- 
ident might bypass the dinner to attend a 
Cook County Central Committee dinner if 
funds to the candidate were not guaran- 
teed. 


ADDED PRESSURE to release the 


funds came from U.S. Sen. Charles Per- 
cy, R-I1I., who attended a meeting be- 
tween the group's officials and GOP lead- 
ers in Chicago in late September. 


After the meeting,' Percy said the Re- 


publican group would release $65,000 to 
the county central committee for adver- 
tising. 


More than $100,000 was received from 


the fund last month, The Herald learned. 


Burditt received an additional $5,000 and 
a pledge for $20,000 more. 


The central committee immediately 


purchased more than 340 radio com- 
mercials and newspaper advertisements 
that will begin this week. 


"You could.say that the White House 


was very surprised that the dinner funds 
were not pledged to the candidates," an- 
other GOP source said. 


"The White House just presumed that 


two weeks before the election, fund-rais- 
ing money would go to the campaign." 
' JOHN VAN ZANDT. a spokesman for 
the fund, said the private, fund-raising or- 
ganization "Is not releasing where the 
fundu have gone. The only reason we're 
'collecting money is to support the Re- 
publican slate." 


Van Zandt refused to estimate profits 


from the dinner and refused to discuss 
ticket sales. 


County and state candidates were criti- 


cal of the group in September for reluc- 
tance to commit funds from the dinner 
until after Ford appeared. Some officials 
suggested the group was "selling the tick- 
et down the river" and other candidates 
said release of funds after the dinner 
would not allow time to purchase adver- 
tisements. 


Burditt called in September for a ma- 


jor shake-up of the GOP group. The Bur- 
ditt campaign reported Wednesday cam- 
paign receipts of $395,867 and expenses of 
$370,370. Burditt gained nearly '$180,000 
sincb Sept. 1 with $128,000 from a. fund- 
raising dinner and rodeo ticket sales.

Big social services 
cutbacks sought here

For the second straight year, major 


cuU are being proposed In the Village of 
Arlington Heights' program of social acr- 
vlces. 


A draft report, prepared by Health Di- 


rector Frank Charlton, recommends that 
village financial contributions to five so- 
cial service activities be discontinued in 
1973-78. 


Programs that would be affected arc: 
• Turning Point, a telephone hotline, 


currently receiving $2,500 In village 
funds. 


• Outreach, two youth workers origi- 


nally employed to work with the Bridge, 
and now doing counseling in a village- 
owned house at 115 W. Fremont St. The 
program Is getting $24,000 from the vil- 
lage this year. 


• Uplift, a program developed by the 


Northwest Human Resources Devel- 
opment Center, a private agency, Hid 
used by the police department for youtli 
counseling. Uplift currently Is rcccM/ig 
$18,000 from the village. 


A similar juvenile counseling service, 


supplied by the Northwest Opportunity 
Center and scheduled to receive $3,213 
from the village this year, also would be 
cut. 


• Transportation assistance for the el- 


100 vases taken 
from cemetery 


Police are Investigating the theft of at 


least 100 memorial vases from on Arling- 
ton Heights cemetery Monday night. 


A caretaker for Memorial Gardens 


Cemetery sold ho discovered the theft 
when he arrived for work Tuesday morn- 
Ing. He said vases were missing from 
many graveslto and flowers from the 
vases were scattered about. 


Police said the bronze vases apparent- 


ly were taken for their metal content. 
Bronze prices have risen to $1 a pound 
and the vases weigh about five pounds. 
The vases are provided for the grave- 
sites at a cost of about $20, according to 
reports. 


Police theorize the thieves had 


stripped many graves of the vases and 
had piled them to be taken away by car, 
but were frightened off. 


A complete tally of the missing vases 


was not available immediately, but po- 
lice estimated at least 100 were taken.

• Mcals-on-Whecls. A program o( hot 


meals delivery to shut-ins. It is staffed 
by volunteers and administered by the 
village. 


THE REPORT recommends that Uirce 


of the special programs — youth coun- 
seling, transportation assistance and 
meals-on-wheels — can be operated more 
effectively by township governments. 


Turning Point duplicates the service 


provided by other area hot lines. And vil- 
lage funding to Uplift should be cut be- 
cause other juvenile rehabilitation coun- 
seling is available on a sliding fee based 
upon the family's ability to pay, the im- 
port states. 


Similar cuts were proposed last year. 


However, the village board's finance 
committee eventually reinstated funds 
for the services at the urging of the vari- 
ous programs' directors and some resi- 
dents. 


The report on social services provided 


by the Village of Arlington Heights was 
prepared at the request of the village 
board, Charlton sold. It has bean for- 
warded to the board but has not yet been 
formally discussed. 


L A S T JANUARY, the Arlington 


Heights Youth Council asked the village 
board to hire a director of human re- 
sources. The report recommends that 
this administrative office not be created. 


"The establishment of the position of 


director of human resources would be an 
unnecessary expansion of village govern- 
ment Into an area of overlapping ser- 
v l c e s among public and private 
agencies," the report states. 


"Instead, the need exists for a coordi- 


nating committee whose scape is beyond 
the municipal government's jurisdic- 
tion."

take," Woods said. 


The committee has been provided with 


financial records and financial projec- 
tions by park district officials. The com- 
mittee made a tour Saturday of the dis- 
trict's facilities. 


new, Advisory Commission on Human 
Resources be created to replace the 
existing Senior Citizens Commission and 
Youth Council. 


Transfer of the counselor-ln-the-park 


program from the Arlington Heights 
Park District to the village police depart- 
ment also is proposed. The village this 
year gave $5,000 to the park district to 
hire summer youth counselors for Arling- 
ton Heights' five major parks. 


Tlic program should be redcsignatcd 


\rn "investigative arm of the police de- 
partment," the report states. 


A senior citizens' center, proposed by 


the Senior Citizens Commission, should 
be established by township government 
and operated by the park district, the 
report adds. 


NO CHANGES are recommended in 


the i>olicc department's school coun- 
selors' program, the responsibilities of 
the public health nurse, the policy of 
half-price senior citizen rates for vehicle 
.stickers and garbage collection. 


Charlton said a basic premise of the 


report is that the village should not have 
to duplicate social services that are 
available through other units of govern- 
ment or volunteer agencies. 


"In Arlington Heights there are a large 


number of non-profit agencies providing 
social services . . . Local government 
should encourage these agencies to con- 
tinue and to expand their services; gov- 
ernment should not provide overlapping 
services," the report states. 


"If local government determines that a 


needed social service is adequate, it 
should seek a remedy at the unit of gov- 
ernment having the largest base of sup- 
port. Generally, social services should be 
and arc made available on an area-wide 
basis, rather than a purely local basis." 


The recommendation to cut funds for 


the various social services probably will 
be debated when the village board's fi- 
nance committee begins meetings on Ar- 
lington Heights' 1975-76 budget this win- 
ter.

Illinois Senate: 1st District 


realty tax, school funding still on Sen. Glass* mind

The issues haven't changed much for 


S t a t e Sen. B r a d l e y M. Glass, 
H-N'orthficld. since ho first ran for the 
1st Dbtrict Senate scat two years ago. 


He stilt Is seeking a uniform state real 


estate tax to equalize funding for local 
school districts, and served on the con- 
ference committee that attempted to me- 
diate the debate over the multiplier. 


He said his bill protected the schools 


ami other taxing bodies this year by 
guaranteeing they would get no less than 
what they had levied, while freezing the 
multiplier for only one year, so It will 
have to be considered again. 


"It seems to me a statewide system of 


assessment, done right, could eliminate 
the multiplier," Glass said. He hopes 
education quality wilt not depend on the 
assessed valuation of a district because 


districts vary so widely in Illinois. With a 
state assessment program, state aid 
could even out the inequities, he said. 


GLASS SUCCEEDED with two bills es- 


tablishing school bus safety standards. 
"My two school bus bills were, the most 
Important legislation I sponsored this 
year," he said. 


Although federal standards are in the 


works, Glass said, "I felt there was a lot 
the state could do." He said the state can 
step up the deadlines requiring scatbclts, 
additional exterior safety flashers, other 
equipment and refresher courses for 
drivers, for example. His bills made the 
standards applicable to all school buses, 
public or private, and provided that 
regulations of the superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction or the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation will have the force of 
law, and could be enforced by all police 
agencies. 


Political science professor 
Richard S. Hartigan ready 
to 'get into the trenches*

Richard S. Hartigan wants to practice 


what he has been preaching for tho last 
13 years as a professor of political sci- 
ence. 


Hartigan, 38, of Glenview, is a member 


of the faculty of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, and he says ho has been telling his 
students for years, "tho way to bring 
about change in politics is to get into tho 
trenches." 


Change is sorely needed, Hartigan be- 


lieves, and ho wants to get into the 
trenches by defeating Republican State 
Sen. Bradley M. Glass and going to 
Springfield as senator from the 1st Legis- 
lative District of Illinois. 


AS A STUDENT of International, na- 


tional and local politics and government, 
Hartigan takes an ecumenical view of 
the role of legislators. 


"Legislators from Chicago and the sub- 


urbs should bo concerned about the pro- 
duction of soybeans and coal in Down- 
state Illinois," he says. 


Similarly, "Citizens of the 1st Legisla- 


tive District arc residents of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago, and there is no reason to 
Imitate about cooperating with the pow- 
er-lhat-bo In Chicago to accomplish what 
Is needed." 


But Hartigan adds, the first responsi- 


bility of a legislator Is to servo his con- 
stituents, and government functions best 
when Its control Is kept close to home. 


AMONG OTHER things, Hartigan has 


blasted Glass for his co-sponsorship of 
legislation which preempted local licens- 
ing of some 28 professions under the 
home-rule provisions of the new state 
constitution. 


Following passage of that legislation, 


Hartlgan said, "Once again, the Down- 
state Republican majority has caucused 
and our North Shore interests have been 
Ignored, because Sen. Glass is cither 
mute or indifferent to the entreaties of 
the elected and appointed city and vil- 
lage officials of Glcnvlow, Evanston, and 
other homo rule areas. Sen. Glass has 
heard their protests and has obviously 
chosen to ignore them, with what has be- 
come familiar political arrogance." 


HUT WHILE IIK opposes "big govern- 


ment" generally, Hartigan says there 
iirc areas where the state must act to 
overcome problems which cannot be han- 
dled by municipalities. 


lie faults a "lack of Imagination" on 


the part of Gloss and other legislators 
for failure to prepare a regional planning 
and zoning master plan for northern Illi- 
nois, for lack of a comprehensive plan 
for mass transportation In the metropoli- 
tan area, and other shortcomings.

AFTER ASSIGNMENT to the energy 


crisis subcommittee of the Agriculture, 
Conservation and Ecology Committee, 
Glass was a sponsor of a bill providing 
$70 million for research into the better 
use of coal, an extensive natural re- 
source of Illinois. The committee created 
the Illinois Energy Resource Commission 
and Glass was named to it. 


The research money will be spent over 


several years, probably in conjunction 
with federal studies, to find a way to 
mine coal efficiently and burn it cleanly. 
"It would be a shot hi the arm for the 
state economy and fuel situation," he 
said. 


Glass said he may re-introduce a mea- 


sure making a 5-cent deposit mandatory 
on all beverage containers in Illinois as 
part of a metal and glass beverage con- 
tainer recycling program. 


His original bill, patterned after an 


Oregon law, was defeted. But Glass said 
the Oregon program now appears to be 
successful. Recycling saves 25 to 30 per 
cent of the energy required to produce a 
new container, he said. 


GLASS ALSO IS concerned about in- 


creasing state participation in pension 
funds for its employes. He said he was a 
strong supporter of "full-funding" of pen- 
sions, which actually amount to about 60 
per cent, he said. Increases were vetoed 
this year by Gov. Daniel Walker. On the 
basis of the State Constitution, Glass 
said, he voted "no" on the provision that 
would have allowed state employes con- 
victed of felonies to receive their pen- 
sions. 


Glass said he supports the principle of 


collective bargaining for all state em- 
ployes, but opposes their right to strike. 


He said he doesn't see bills dealing 


with collective bargaining passing in the 
near future. In most of the labor propos- 
als, Glass said, "I have to classify my- 
self on the side of management. Labor 
already has some strong spokesmen and 
I think a friendly business climate in mi-

"Why," he wonders aloud, "has the 


state not attacked the problem of in- 
flation?" 


As one example, Hartigan believes the 


state could provide subsidies to encour- 
age greater production of soybeans, lead- 
Ing to a slowing of inflationary demands 
in a key economic area. 


HARTIGAN VIEWS the Illinois Senate 


as a collection of "double dippers," legis- 
lators with independent sources of in- 
come. 


Ho calls the characterization of those 


like Glass (a practicing attorney who 
serves two villages as village attorney) as 
"citizen legislators" a lot of "bloody non- 
sense." 


Hnrtlgnn believes legislators should be 


required to devote full time to their 
duties at an adequate salary. He says the 
current pay of $17,500 per year would be 
adequate for him, though he would con- 
tinue to engage In academic seminars 
and lecturing, which he estimates might 
earn him about $1,600 per year. 


FURTHER, lie would like to sec all 


public officeholders limited to 10 years in 
office. "The argument about people ma- 
turing in office is nonsense," he says. 
"Seniority in office simply allows me- 
diocrity to decline." 


A 10-year limit would force out the me- 


diocre, and require the talented to sock 
higher office, Hartigan says. 


After IS years of political study, Hart- 


igan sums up his findings: "The profes- 
sion of politics requires a very special 
blend of creative talents. The ideal pub- 
lic servant must know when to lead, 
when to follow. He or she must think as 
an idealist, yet be able to walk the sensi- 
tive line of the pragmatist. The ideal 
public servant must be Imaginative, pro- 
gressive, willing to fight for change yet 
recognize that change can disturb, dis- 
rupt and destroy. Change must be 
planned, studied. Change must anticipate 
the needs of all who may be affected."
